Internet poses challenges 
for HIV prevention 


by Matthew S. Bajko 

T argeting HIV prevention efforts at gay 
men in cyberspace requires more than 
just a computer and an online screen 
name. A combination of both Web-based and 
real world-based approaches is needed, 
health officials say. 

Health agencies and community groups 
have tried everything from placing banner 
ads on various Web sites, to entering chat 
rooms that cater to gay men, to working with 
Internet companies to provide safe sex infor¬ 
mation on their sites in hopes of reaching 
those men who have sex with men who are 
increasingly turning to the Internet to meet 
their sexual partners. 

But the success of taking such approaches 
can be hit or miss, health officials and out- 
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reach workers say. While studies have shown 
such strategies may be more successful in 
reaching men in rural areas, it may not be so 
-true when dealing with men in urban centers. 
Though there is increasing evidence that on¬ 
line prevention is reaching its intended audi¬ 
ence, say health officials. 

“There has been lots of studies that have 
come out basically saying many, many peo¬ 
ple get their sexual health information on¬ 
line,” said Deb Levine, executive director of 
San Francisco-based Internet Sexuality In¬ 
formation Services. “I do think we are reach¬ 
ing people online. That is why the percent¬ 
ages are going up for people testing positive 
for syphilis who are saying they met their 
partners online.”

A multi-ethnic group of gay men filed 
complaints Monday, June 14 with city 
and state agencies, accusing the owner 
of two popular Castro bars of racial 
and gender-based discrimination. 
The group is 
asking the city’s 
Human Rights 
Commission to 
investigate Les 
Natali, owner of 
SF Badlands and 
- the Detour, for 
the alleged vio¬ 
lations ~of city 
‘ and state laws. 

They have also 
asked the state 
Department of 
Alcoholic Bever¬ 
age Control to 
revoke Natali’s 
liquor licenses. 

Within 24 
hours of receiv¬ 
ing the com¬ 
plaint, the ABC 
placed Natali on 
written notice and informed him ABC 
agents will be conducting an undercover in¬ 
vestigation to determine if the complaints 
are factual. The complainants allege Natali’s 
business practices create a hostile environ¬ 
ment toward women and minorities, partic¬ 
ularly African Americans. 

“The Castro is at its best a place of cele¬ 
bration, survival, and a place of homecom¬ 
ing for countless LGBT people. But for peo¬ 
ple of color that homecoming has been bit¬ 
tersweet for a long time,” said Don Romes- 
burg, who is white and a spokesman for the 
group, during a press conference at Harvey 
Milk Plaza Monday afternoon. 


Romesburg, a board member of the 
GLBT Historical Society and Museum and a 
doctoral student at the University of Califor¬ 
nia at Berkeley, said the group of about two 
dozen men bringing forward the complaints 
are “just a group of guys who go out and 
have fun together and don’t want to deal 
with racial drama when we go out.”

He said Natali’s discriminatory and 
racially biased business practices “must be 
halted.” 

John Newsome, a gay black man who is a 
manager at a nonprofit management con¬ 
sulting firm and former press secretary for 
U.S. Congresswoman Barbara Lee (D-Oak- 
land), said the group of friends spent 
months interviewing men about their expe¬ 
riences at Natali’s bars before lodging the 
complaints. 

“We did research that found a pattern of 
discrimination that is shocking and unwor¬ 
thy of our community,” Newsome said. “Peo- 
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Assembly panel rejects gay marriage ban

I t was supposed to be a battle of ideolo¬ 
gies in Sacramento on Tuesday, June 15, 
but at the last minute an antigay resolu¬ 
tion was pulled from the Assembly Judicia¬ 
ry Committee, while Assemblyman Mark 
Leno’s (D-San Francisco) resolution op¬ 
posing the federal marriage ban was ap¬ 
proved by the committee by a vote of 8-3. 

President Bush has endorsed the Feder¬ 
al Marriage Amendment to be added to the 
U.S. Constitution. The amendment would 
ban same-sex marriage in the United 
States. On Tuesday, the Washington, D.C.- 
based newspaper Roll Call reported that 


Senate Republicans want a vote in that 
body on the proposal in mid-July, just be¬ 
fore the start of the Democratic National 
Convention. 

Leno’s Assembly Joint Resolution 85, 
which affirms LGBT relationships and 
takes a stand against the proposed Federal 
Marriage Amendment, will go to the full 
Assembly on Thursday, June 24, and if ap¬ 
proved, to the state Senate for considera¬ 
tion. An opposing resolution, AJR67, which 
favors the constitutional ban, was intro¬ 
duced by Assemblyman Dennis Mountjoy 
(R-Monrovia) in March, but was not heard 
as scheduled because its witnesses did not 
make it to the Capitol. 

“There were problems with the witness¬ 


es’ ability to get here in order to testify, “ 
said JoElla Cudney, a spokeswoman for 
Mountjoy, who added that the resolution is 
not dead and will be heard regardless of 
whether Leno’s AJR85 passes the Assembly. 
“We’ve had this bill for quite some time.” 

Assembly members on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing heard compelling testimony by those in 
favor of Leno’s resolution, including San 
Francisco’s own Reverend Amos Brown, a 
former city supervisor and pastor of the 
Third Baptist Church of San Francisco. 
Other speakers in favor of Leno’s resolution 
included Molly McKay, associate executive 
director for Equality California; Brad Sears, 
director of the University of California, Los

U urors in the Gwen Araujo 
murder trial requested a 

- meeting Wednesday, June 16 
with Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Harry Sheppard, indi¬ 
cating that they were having trou¬ 
ble arriving at verdicts in the case. 

Araujo, 17, was born as a boy 
named Edward but lived as a 
woman. She was beaten and stran¬ 
gled to death at a house party in 
the East Bay city of Newark in Oc¬ 
tober 2002 after it was determined 
that she was biologically male. Her 
body was then driven to the Sier¬ 
ra foothills and buried. Three men 
stand charged with first-degree 
murder and a hate crime en¬ 
hancement: Jason Cazares and 
Michael Magidson, both 24, and 
Jose Merel, 23. A fourth man, 
Jaron Nabors, 21, pleaded guilty to 
voluntary manslaughter in ex¬ 
change for his testimony and an 
11-year prison sentence. 

At 3:20 p.m. Wednesday at the 
Hayward Hall of Justice in front of 
several members? of the media, 
Araujo’s family, and two members 
of Magidson’s family, Sheppard 
convened a hearing and told jurors 
that he had received their request 
for further guidance and instruc-

tions due to their lack of movement 
arriving at a conclusive verdict. 

Sheppard asked the foreman if 
there was anything the court could 
do to assist jurors and at the 
judge’s suggestion, the foreman 
answered, “We are interested in 
hearing the recorded and video¬ 
taped evidence at this time.” The 
foreman also asked for “further ex¬ 
planation of some of the instruc¬ 
tions” that were given to the jury. 

Sheppard concluded, “It ap¬ 
pears that it may be of some help 
to continue deliberations but to 
hear the evidence first.” He an¬ 
nounced the court would recon¬ 
vene at 9 a.m. today (Thursday, 


June 17) to view and hear the re¬ 
quested testimony. 

At press time jurors had not 
isolated which portions of the tes¬ 
timony they wished to rehear. 

Deputy District Attorney Chris 
Lamiero had no comment follow¬ 
ing the hearing. Other representa¬ 
tives from the D.A.’s office said 
that the jury delay does not neces¬ 
sarily indicate trouble arriving at 
a verdict for all the defendants; 
they could be deliberating a small 
piece of one defendant’s charge. 

The jury began deliberating in 
the case on June 3. Last Wednes¬ 
day, the jury asked for a read back 
of the autopsy testimony. ▼

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Former AIDS czar 
donates to 
‘Bushwhacked’ fund

ts federal funding recently cut, 
the Stop AIDS Project is now 
ready to do some Bush 
whacking. And helping the HIV 
prevention agency is none other 
than former Bush AIDS czar Scott 
Evertz. 

Created by donor Craig 
Schlossberg, the agency’s “Bush¬ 
whacked” challenge grant will 
double every dollar an individual 
or business gives Stop AIDS up to 
$25,000. One of the first people to 
meet the challenge was Evertz, 
who donated $100 to the agency. 

In a statement faxed to the Bay 
Area Reporter Tuesday, June 15 
Evertz said he decided to make a 
contribution to the agency due to 
the matching gift from “a very 
generous individual donor.” As for 
the title “Bushwhacked,” Evertz 
said, “I do not endorse the name 
of the fundraising appeal but ap¬ 
plaud Stop AIDS for reaching out 
to the private sector in the wake of 
receiving news that federal dollars 
would not be forthcoming.” 

He encouraged others to also 
donate to Stop AIDS. 

“I urge others who agree that 
this organization is doing good 
work to reach into their pockets 
and to contribute as well,” said 
Evertz in his statement. 

Evertz served as the director of 
the White House Office of Na¬ 
tional AIDS Policy from April 
2001 until July 2002 when he was 
transferred to the Department of 
Health and Human Services to be¬ 
come a special assistant to Secre¬ 
tary Tommy G. Thompson on 
global HIV/AIDS initiatives. 

In an interview with the B.A.R. 
in January 2002, Evertz defended 
the administration’s audits of 
AIDS agencies, including Stop 
AIDS, saying at the time, “We 
need to take a look to see if these 
programs are working or not.” 
After visiting the agency, he told 
reporters, “I was left with the con¬ 
clusion that they probably should 
be left alone.” 

Six months later Evertz, the 
first openly gay person nominat¬ 
ed to an executive branch office by 
a Republican president, was re¬ 
moved from his post. At odds with

a White House dominated by so¬ 
cial conservatives, Evertz’s re¬ 
moval from the AIDS czar posi¬ 
tion reportedly came after conser¬ 
vative and religious-right advo¬ 
cates complained that he was pro¬ 
moting a “gay agenda” and not 
sufficiently advocating for absti¬ 
nence-only policies. 

Evertz is reportedly disap¬ 
pointed with the president over 
his endorsement of the Federal 
Marriage Amendment but has 
said he is still supporting him in 
his re-election bid, according to 
published reports. 

Stop AIDS intends to use the 
Bushwhacked funds to continue 
its popular workshops and forums 
that came under fire from conser- 


“Great Sex”; “Flirt, Date, Score”; 
and “Booty Gall.” The CDC found 
all of the workshops to be scien¬ 
tifically sound and effective in re¬ 
ducing HIV infections during its 
audits of the agency. 

“Individual donations are es¬ 
sential in creating new, innovative 
directions for HIV prevention,” 
said Darlene Weide, executive di¬ 
rector of Stop AIDS, in a state¬ 
ment. “The Bushwhacked re¬ 
sources will help create more cut- 
ting-edge campaigns than govern¬ 
ment funds tend to allow.” 

Last month the agency learned 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention would no longer 
directly fund it, and it lost nearly 
$250,000 in federal funding. The 
agency was forced to lay off five 
staff members. 

Since word of the CDC cuts 
has spread, the community has 
stepped forward to help Stop 
AIDS raise money. SF Leather 
Daddies and Boys are donating 
proceeds from their annual Fa¬ 
ther’s Day beer bust from 3 to 6 
p.m. on Sunday, June 19 at the 
Eagle Tavern, 398 12“* Street. Stop 
AIDS will also be the beneficiary 
of “Boys To Men,” a star-studded 
red carpet event and world movie 
premier with models from Bel 
Ami and Colt Studios from 7 p.m. 
to midnight on June 24 at Jillian’s 
at the Metreon, 101 4™ Street. 
Hosted by SF Gulch, tickets begin

Vacancy Rates Got You Down? 
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Lawsuit seeks patients on Norvir 
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by Zak Szymanski 


R ecent legal and political re¬ 
sponses to the controversial 
price increase of the HIV 
drug Norvir are good news for a 
lawsuit against Abbott Laborato¬ 
ries, according to a San Francisco 
law firm that is seeking additional 
plaintiffs for its case. 

On April 19, Berman, DeVale- 
rio, Pease, Tabacco, Burt & Pucillo 
filed the country’s first class action 
suit against Abbott, following last 
December’s five-fold and 400 per¬ 
cent increase of Norvir from 
$20.52 per 1200 milligrams, to 


$8.50 for 100 milligrams. 

From the beginning, advocates 
have called Abbott’s price hike un¬ 
fair gouging and market monopo¬ 
lization, and in the past few 
months, concern has grown: in 
May, health officials heard a re¬ 
quest for federal intervention, 
while several members of Con¬ 
gress called for a Federal Trade 
Commission investigation. Addi¬ 
tionally, California Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Bill Lockyer launched his own 
investigation into possible an¬ 
titrust violations, joining the at¬ 
torneys general of Illinois and 
New York. And a Los Angeles 
court recently agreed that the an¬ 
titrust and false advertising allega¬ 
tions brought forth by the AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation against 
Abbott were sufficient for that 
case to go to trial. 

“Things have heated up again 
recently,” said Michael Stocker, an 
attorney with Berman DeValerio 
who is handling the consumer class 
action suit. Stocker pointed to the 
recent developments as a sign that 
more and more officials and law¬ 
makers have doubts about the va¬ 
lidity of the Norvir price hike. 

The Norvir increase was sim¬ 
ply a reflection, said drug compa¬ 
ny representatives, of the reality 
that a smaller dose of Norvir is 
needed than was originally be¬ 
lieved. In fact the drug in general 
is used mostly as a “booster” to aid 
other protease inhibitors; thus its 
dose is nowhere near what other 
Pis on a person’s regimen would 
require. 

Advocates have pointed out, 
however, that one-12th of a dose 
is now priced at nearly half a full 
dose, and for those who rely on 
the drug as a daily booster, it 
could cost them up to several 
hundred extra dollars per month. 

Also quite telling, said advo¬ 
cates, is that Kaletra, the Abbott 
protease inhibitor that includes a 
Norvir boost, has not seen a price 
increase. What this means, ac¬ 
cording to attorney Stocker, is that 
every other Norvir-boosted PI has 
soared in price except for Abbott’s, 
so that other Pis are edged out as 
the prescription of choice, and 
consumers are left with, essential¬ 
ly, no choice. 

“They quintupled the price of 
Norvir when prescribed with any¬ 
body else’s PI except its own. Be¬ 
fore the price hike, Kaletra was 
one of the*most expensive boosted 
Pis, and after the price hike it’s the 
cheapest. Hospitals are now 
changing their formulas to give 
preference to Kaletra, and Pis are 
not just interchangeable. These 
decisions have terrible conse¬ 
quences for people with HIV,” said 


Stocker. The price hike also im¬ 
pacts the development of future 
Pis, he said, because drug compa¬ 
nies will see no point in develop¬ 
ing new medicines if those medi¬ 
cines will not be prescribed. 

“Abbott is using its monopoly 
on Norvir in order to force people 
to use Kaletra,” said Stocker, ex¬ 
plaining the nature of his firm’s 
lawsuit, an antitrust case that 
charges Abbot Laboratories with 
violating California’s Consumer 
Protection Act. 

The Berman DeValerio lawsuit 
currently includes two “John Doe” 
plaintiffs and is in U.S. Federal 
Court in the Northern District of 
California. While monetary dam¬ 
ages will be sought for the al¬ 
legedly illegal profiteering, the ul¬ 
timate goal of the lawsuit, said 
Stocker, is to secure an injunction, 
and send a message that actions 
like these will not be tolerated. 

“It’s a foreshadowing of what’s 
to come. If they get away with it, 
then there’s nothing to stop other 
drug companies from trying sim¬ 
ilar hikes in the future,” said 
Stocker. 

As worldwide criticism and 
often disgust has been expressed 
toward Abbott’s price hike, the 
drug company has addressed con¬ 
cerns with public statements. A re¬ 
lease in February promised that 
Norvir will continue to be made 
available at its previous price to 
AIDS Drug Assistance Programs, 
and will be distributed at no cost 
to people who have exhausted 
their insurance polices or have no 
drug coverage. 

“We’ve taken the concerns of 
the community to heart and hope 
these additional steps will enable 
us to maintain the common 
ground we’ve always shared - 
working together to serve the best 
interests of patients,” said the 
statement from Dr. John Leonard, 
vice president for global pharma-

D id Brian Misquez kill Roge- 
lip De Chavez because he 
was overcome with blind 
rage, panic, and self-loathing and 
should that absolve him of mur¬ 
der? As Misquez’s trial got under 
way in the East Bay this week, it 
became clear that Misquez’s fate 
will rest on how a jury will even¬ 
tually come to terms with those 
questions. 

Opening statements in the case 
began on Wednesday, June 16, in 
Contra Costa County Superior 
Court in Martinez. Prosecutor 
Paul Graves told jurors that Mis¬ 
quez’s crime was premeditated 
and worthy of a first-degree mur¬ 
der conviction, while public de¬ 
fense attorney Laurie Mont said 
that Misquez’s state of mind at the 
time of the crime warranted a 
conviction of manslaughter, not 
murder. 

Misquez, 25, is accused of 
killing De Chavez, 22, in De 
Chavez’s El Cerrito apartment in 
July 2001. A little after midnight 
on the day De Chavez was killed, 


ceutical development at Abbott. 

But Stocker said such steps do 
not address a large number of 
people who are dependent on 
Norvir, including one of his plain¬ 
tiffs, an Atlanta man who is now 
responsible for $800 in copays. 

“They say they are making the 
drug available for free to the poor, 
and I don’t know whether that’s 
true or not. But I can say they are 
driving people who are insured 
into bankruptcy. Insurance com¬ 
panies will pass these higher prices 
onto their premium payers.” 

Stocker said he wants word to 
get out to the community that 
there may be legal recourse. 

“Anybody paying the hiked 
price for this drug out of their 
own pocket - whether through 
lack of insurance or higher copays 
- is automatically eligible to be 
members of this class,” he said, 
adding that people can join the 
lawsuit anonymously and that at¬ 
torneys’ fees are determined by 
the court and are only charged to 
the plaintiff if the drug company 
loses or settles the case. 

Bill Hirsh, executive director of 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that people 
who want to join any class action 
suit should “make an informed 
decision - talk with the attorneys 
in the suit about the advantages 
and disadvantages of joining. 

“I know in some instances if 
you opt out of the class, you might 
be barred from getting any recov¬ 
ery” in the event of a favorable 
ruling down the road, said Hirsh. 
“Discuss it fully, consider your op¬ 
tions. And after you’ve talked with 
the attorneys involved, you should 
always feel free to talk with some¬ 
body else, too.”

the pair chatted on the Internet 
and agreed to meet during the 
daytime later that same morning.

Graves passionately told jurors 
that Misquez mercilessly stabbed 
De Chavez after De Chavez had 
fallen to his knees, and continued

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SF judge assigned 
to marriage cases 

State files briefs defending 
domestic partnership laws

T he state’s Judicial Council, 
which oversees the state 
court system, has assigned 
San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Richard A. Kramer to hear 
six cases that deal with California’s 
antigay marriage laws. The cases 
will be heard in San Francisco but 
no court date has been set. 

A trial date has been set to hear 
two cases filed against the state’s 


domestic partnership laws AB25 
and AB205. Sacramento Superior 
Court Judge Shelleyanne W. L. 
Chang will hear arguments at 9 
a.m. July 16 in Sacramento. 

The cases are Knight v. 
Schwarzenegger, 03AS05284, and 
Thomasson v. Schwarzenegger, 
03AS07035, and have been con¬ 
solidated for trial. On June 14 
state Attorney General Bill Locky- 
er filed briefs in the cases defend¬ 
ing both laws. Antigay groups 
have argued the laws violate 


Senate passes 
hate crimes bill

W|P he Senate passed hate crimes 
legislation that includes pro¬ 
tection for LGBTs Tuesday, 
June 15 by a 65 to 33 margin. Of¬ 
ficially called the Local Law En¬ 
forcement Enhancement Act, the 
measure was added as an amend¬ 
ment to a spending bill for the De¬ 
fense Department. It has passed 
the Senate twice before, only to be 
stripped out in conference com¬ 
mittee with the House. 

“When someone is being 
stoned in the public square, we 
should all come to their rescue, 
and that includes the federal gov¬ 
ernment,” said lead sponsor Sena¬ 
tor Gordon Smith (R-Oregon) 
during floor debate. 

Senator Ted Kennedy (D- 
Massachusetts), another leading 
supporter, called hate crimes “do¬ 
mestic terrorism plain and simple, 
and it’s unacceptable.” 

Senators John Kerry (D-Mass- 
achusetts) and Jim Jeffords (I-Ver- 
mont), both cosponsors of the 
bill, did not vote. All of the other 
Democrats and 18 Republicans 
supported the amendment. 

Expansion of federal hate crimes 
legislation to include gays was first 
introduced in 1998 and passed the 
Senate as an amendment to anoth¬ 
er appropriations bill in 1999. The

Senate tried again in 2000, increas¬ 
ing the margin to 57 to 42. 

The House has never passed 
hate crimes legislation in any 
form. Supporters say the Republi¬ 
can leadership opposes allowing a 
vote because the measure would 
pass. But the House did pass a 
motion to instruct, by 232 to 192, 
urging adoption of the Senate 
amendment in conference in 
2000. That did not happen. 

However, Smith told the Wash¬ 
ington Post that Senate Armed Ser¬ 
vices Committee Chairman John 
Warner (R-Virginia) has assured 
him that he will work to keep the 
amendment in conference. Warn¬ 
er voted for the amendment. 

Cheryl Jacques, president of 
the Human Rights Campaign, 
which has led the effort to pass the 
measure, said, “We must ensure 
page 14 ► 
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Proposition 22, the measure 
passed by voters in 2000 that de¬ 
fines marriage as solely between a 
man and woman. 

But Lockyer’s office argues in 
its briefs that “AB205 and AB25 
are valid legislative enactments. 
They do not literally or substan¬ 
tively amend Proposition 22. They 
do not turn domestic partners 
into married couples. AB205 and 
AB25 simply give registered do¬ 
mestic partners some of the rights 
and responsibilities of married 
couples under California law.” 

Randy Thomasson, of Cam¬ 
paign for California Families, and 
the late state Senator Pete Knight, 
filed suit in September 2003 to try 
to invalidate both measures after 
an effort to place a voter initiative 
on the ballot failed. AB25 went 
into effect in 2001 and AB205 is 
set to take effect in January 2005. 
They have claimed that when vot¬ 
ers passed Proposition 22 they 
also meant for it to cover domes¬ 
tic partnerships, not just mar¬ 
riage. 

But Lockyer argues in his brief 
that “if Proposition 22 was in¬ 
tended, as plaintiff claims, to for¬

W ith the Pride season in full swing 
here in the Bay Area, it’s our time 
to celebrate. But we should also 
keep an eye on what the two most well- 
known Republican politicians in the coun¬ 
try are up to - it’s not a pretty picture. 

First is President Bush - the man who 
promised to be a “uniter not a divider” dur¬ 
ing the 2000 campaign has been anything but 
during his first term in office. As his re-elec¬ 
tion campaign kicks into full gear, you can be 
sure that the LGBT community will be in the 
crosshairs - after all, we already have been 
targeted by social conservative GOPers and 
the president himself. Earlier this year Bush 
publicly proclaimed his support for the Fed¬ 
eral Marriage Amendment that would bar 
same-sex marriage and write discrimination 
into the U.S. Constitution. And apparently 
the president is taking his antigay crusade, if 
you will, across the Atlantic. 

Over th e . w eekend, it was reported in the 
New York Times that the president, during 
his recent visit to Rome, asked a top Vatican 
official to “push American bishops to speak 
out more about political issues, including 
same-sex marriage.” The story, first report¬ 
ed in the National Catholic Reporter , stated 
that Bush told Cardinal Angelo Sodano, the 
Vatican secretary of state, that “not all the 
American bishops are with me” on various 
cultural issues. The president specifically 
mentioned gay marriage, which the 
Catholic Church firmly opposes. 

Naturally, this raises separation of 
church and state issues. In recent weeks 
many Catholic bishops in this country start¬ 
ed discriminating against gays and those 
who support equal rights. Some Catholic 
Democratic politicians have been denied 
communion because of their pro-choice 
and pro-equal right?" records. Other 
Catholics have also been affected. In Chica¬ 
go last month, parishioners who wore rain¬ 
bow-colored sashes to Mass in support of 
gays and lesbians were denied communion 
at Holy Name Cathedral. 

But Bush’s blatant pandering at the Vat¬ 
ican was inexcusable. All the fears of undue 
influence by the Catholic Church when 
John F. Kennedy was running for president 
four decades ago seems to have been turned 
on its head, now with Bush asking Catholic 
leaders for help in his re-election effort. If 
that isn’t infusing American politics with re¬ 
ligion, we don’t know what is. 

Now on to the governor of California, 
Arnold Schwarzenegger. Today the movie 


(from the Walt Disney Company, no less) 
Around the World in 80 Days opened in the¬ 
aters across the country. Schwarzenegger 
has a cameo role in which he plays an ego¬ 
centric polygamist who has a “wife for every 
day of the week,” as he says in the film. 
Dressed in a funny bathrobe and wearing a 
comical black wig, our governor is there on 
the silver screen poking fun at marriage. 
Sure it’s a movie, but what kind of 
message does that send to movie¬ 
goers at a time when the battle 
over equal marriage rights 
reached a climax this year? In San 
Francisco, Mayor Gavin Newsom 
approved the issuance of same-sex 
marriage licenses, while Massachusetts 
last month became the first state in the 
country to legally recognize 
same-sex marriage. Vermont 
has its civil unions; and, next 
year, California will have the 
next best thing, as AB205 goes into effect to 
provide nearly all of the state benefits and 
responsibilities to registered domestic part¬ 
ners as opposite-sex married couples re¬ 
ceive. 

Not to mention the fight over the Feder¬ 
al Marriage Amendment that’s brewing 
throughout the nation. While Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger has come out against the amendment, it 
was reported this week that U.S. Senate Re¬ 


publican leaders now want to schedule a 
vote on the matter in mid-July, just before 
the Democratic National Convention. Of 
course, the timing is geared to put Democ¬ 
rats on the spot, and to generate attention 
away from Bush’s failings in Iraq. How con¬ 
venient. 

What a pathetic role for our state’s gov¬ 
ernor - especially now. We take the mar¬ 
riage issue seriously, yet he can parade 
around a movie set as the indulgent 
Prince Hapi with seven wives in 
mockery of marriage. This is the same 
man who, after gays began marrying 
in San Francisco in February, went on 
national television and warned of 
“riots in the streets” if same-sex cou- 
^ pies continued to wed. There were 
no riots, in fact, there was only 
a smattering of fundamentalist 
protesters during the month¬ 
long “Winter of Love.” Had 
Schwarzenegger actually visited City Hall, 
he could have seen that for himself. 

Both Bush and Schwarzenegger have 
shown that when manipulating the issue of 
marriage, there are arms to twist (in the case 
of the president) and cheap laughs to be had 
(in the case of the governor) - at the expense 
of those of us who want the right to marry. 
It’s shameful and, ultimately, not helpful as 
we advance the fight for equality. T 




Avoidable collisions

Hi rader Joe’s wants to build a brand new 
H store on the site of the Dulux Paint 
m Center at 15th and Market. Would this 
be a net plus or a minus for our neighbor¬ 
hood? 

There are a lot of things to like about the 
Trader Joe’s franchise. They treat their peo¬ 
ple well, they carry a great mix of basics and 
creative products, and they even have low 
prices. You get the feeling that they are sin¬ 
cerely trying to reinvent the institution of 
the urban grocery market, to make a real 
contribution to the city. Unfortunately, their 
own success creates serious problems. 

Trader Joe’s is a “destination” store, and 
people will go out of their own neighbor¬ 
hood to shop there. They bring their cars, 
and in San Francisco, that is a problem. At 
the Trader Joe’s store on Masonic, there are 
61 parking spaces. At the other Trader Joe’s 
in town, on 9th and Brannan, there are ac¬ 
tually 431 parking spaces in that huge struc¬ 
ture (and several retail outlets). No amount 
seems to be enough, though, as large num¬ 
bers of people will drive cross-town to shop 
there. Having arrived, they take every avail¬ 
able parking space for blocks and actually 
wait in the streets. 

It’s more than just inconvenient, it’s dan¬ 
gerous. On a daily basis cars whipping 
around the curve on Masonic come to a 
screeching halt as cars stop in the right lane 


and just wait there in a long row to get into 
the lot. 

The proposed site for a new Trader Joe’s 
store on 15th and Market does have a park¬ 
ing lot now, but it is for only 17 spaces. The 
building itself it far too small and will have 
to be torn down. That leaves the designers 
of the new store with a dilemma - speci¬ 
fy the necessary number of parking 
spaces in an underground garage 
and the project becomes too costly. 

Specify two floors of parking over 
all the available land above street 
level, with another floor or two for 
shopping and you have a massive 
structure that will dwarf 
the area. Even at just four 
floors this giant block¬ 
house will dominate the 
local village. 

The land is just not big enough for the 
store and adequate parking, so Trader Joe’s 
is already asking to paint out eight spaces of 
current street parking into a red zone - at 
least eight is what they are asking for now. 
They even admit that this red zone will be 
for cars idling and waiting to get into the lot. 
No matter that waiting in a red zone is ille¬ 
gal, the line will go on much longer than 
eight cars. 

This parade can’t extend into Market 
without being a real traffic hazard, and they 
can’t go down Sanchez either. With a fire 
station and three (active!) full-size fire en¬ 
gines in the middle of the block, the fire de¬ 


partment will never allow lining up on 
Sanchez Street. These cars idling on the 
street are going have to snake up 15th Street. 
For how many blocks? Go take a look at the 
“auto shows” at the other two Trader Joe’s 
locations in town if you answered less than 
three. 

They also say they will only operate from 
9 a.m. to 9 p.m. and that won’t last either. 
Faced with paying for new construction and 
the opportunity to serve a population 
that stays up later, they will be 
“forced” or “happy” to keep 
longer hours, take your pick. So, 
from at least 9 a.m. to well past 9 
p.m. (count on it) traffic 
will severely clog the 
street. They might as well 
put in a Home Depot. 
The traffic and parking 
problems in the Castro are already insane. 
There are 44 restaurants within two blocks. 
When was the last time you had an easy 
time parking during the dinner hour? Pa¬ 
tronize any of the many other Castro mer¬ 
chants during the day and either walk or 
wait - finding a parking place is hard 
enough now. Trader Joe’s may be model 
corporate citizens, but allow one of their au¬ 
tomobile magnets at 15th and Market and 
abandon all hope of ever again finding a 
parking space in the Castro. T

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Reagan turned his back on many 

It is often said that one should not speak ill of the 
dead. Nevertheless, we don’t hesitate to speak ill of peo¬ 
ple like Hitler and Pol Pot, who committed great crimes 
against large numbers of people. It therefore seems ap¬ 
propriate to point out that Ronald Reagan was a vile 
human being who deliberately brought about the un¬ 
necessary deaths of many thousands of Americans. 

Reagan turned his back on the AIDS epidemic 
throughout most of his presidency. When, in 1982, 
Congress allocated $2.6 million for AIDS research re¬ 
quested by the Centers for Disease Control, Reagan’s 
henchmen claimed that the CDC did not need the 
money, and they opposed any supplemental appro¬ 
priations for federal governmental AIDS policy ef¬ 
forts. Though tens of thousands of Americans were 
dying in the epidemic, Reagan himself did not men¬ 
tion AIDS publicly until 1987, after the deaths of well- 
known people in the entertainment industry began 
generating publicity unfavorable to him. 

Reagan and his ignorant Christian brethren, un¬ 
aware that on a worldwide basis AIDS had always 
been primarily a heterosexual disease, imagined it to 
be a homosexual epidemic. And in their viciousness 
they saw this epidemic as a tool they could easily use 
to kill as many homosexuals as possible — merely by 
obstructing research and public health programs di¬ 
rected at AIDS. 

Reagan was supposedly elected to represent all 
American citizens - not just heterosexuals and reli¬ 
gious lunatics. Instead, he treated millions 
of us as enemies and tried to exterminate 
us. How many people did he succeed in 
killing? That depends largely on how 
much faster AIDS research would have 
progressed under a more decent leader. 

For example, if the protease inhibitors 
had become available a year earlier, then 
the number of lives saved in the U.S. 
alone would have been in the tens of 
thousands, judging by the reduction in death rates 
and infection rates that occurred in the mid-1990s. 

Let us remember Ronald Reagan not as the “Great 
Communicator” (which he wasn’t), but rather as an 
irresponsible, genocidal criminal.

What if tables had been turned? 

For those who would minimize the importance of 
Ronald Reagan ignoring the AIDS epidemic for six 
years until 1987, consider the following fantasy. Sup¬ 
pose the SARS epidemic had been more serious and 
unfolded differently. Suppose that SARS had spread 
forcefully to the United States and that for unknown 
reasons it had initially predominantly affected a cer¬ 
tain segment of society - straight white males. SARS 
proceeds to kill tens of thousands in the U.S., mainly 
straight white men. Then make the leap of imagina¬ 
tion that President Bush is somehow re-elected in 2004 
and that he neglects to comment on this devastating 
epidemic until 2007 and then only in passing with lit¬ 
tle concrete policy response. Meanwhile, misunder¬ 
standing about and fear of the epidemic abound. Even 
though the likely transmission method of the disease 
is known, the government, encouraged by the 
silence of the president, refuses to fund pre- 
|l vention programs. Those with the disease 
are discriminated against while adequate 
government response is delayed. 

It is impossible to believe this could 
happen, yet something this shocking 
happened in the 1980s. Further, some 
commentators have focused on Rea¬ 
gan’s inaction only impacting funding 
for a cure for AIDS when it is unclear if early funding 
for medical research would have mattered much. Even 
if this could be true, these commentators fail to note 
that Reagan’s silence and lack of leadership prevented 
adequate funding of prevention efforts and stunted 
the compassionate response of a fearful nation. As in 
Albert Camus’s famous novel, The Plague, when a se¬ 
rious problem faces a society, one’s human duty is to 
contribute to trying to solve the problem.

CDC’s HIV funding 

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention’s 
recent funding of community-based organizations rec¬ 
ognizes their life-saving HIV prevention work and pro¬ 
vides support to help them carry it out [“CDC ends 
funding for Stop AIDS, AGUILAS” and “CDC radically 
shifts HIV funding ,” May 27; “Advancing HIV Preven¬ 
tion,” Guest Opinion, June 3]. The $49 million in CBO 
awards announced on May 21 is one very important 
part of the approximately $788 million that CDC 
spends on domestic HIV prevention efforts each year. 

CDC’s funding review process was highly compet¬ 
itive, involving a careful review of each of the 537 el¬ 
igible applications by panels of epidemiologists, so¬ 
cial/behavioral scientists, and community members - 
none of them federal employees. In addition, region¬ 
al AIDS incidence was an important factor in deter¬ 
mining a geographic distribution of services that mir¬ 
ror the national HIV epidemic. 

Based on the panels’ recommendations, 142 CBOs 
were recommended to receive money in the upcom¬ 
ing funding cycle. This represents fewer organizations 
than were funded in the past so that a larger amount 
of funding can be provided to each organization. The 
majority (82 percent) of recipients provide HIV pre¬ 
vention services for people of color - particularly 
among men who have sex with men, individuals who 
continue to be disproportionately affected by the HIV 
epidemic. The CDC also continues to fund organiza¬ 
tions serving uninfected people at high risk for HIV 
infection or people living with HIV infection or both. 

In all, 15 CBOs were awarded funding in Califor¬ 
nia, six of them in the San Francisco Bay Area. While 
Stop AIDS and AGUILAS did not score high enough 
to receive funding, a number of organizations that 
serve Bay Area gay and bisexual men did - the Asian 8c 
Pacific Islander Wellness Center, the Black Coalition 
on AIDS, and the Native American Health Center. 

The CDC will continue to strengthen its long¬ 
standing partnerships with these organizations until 
we achieve our shared goal of further reducing HIV 
infection in the United States.

Building a 
bigger platform

T here’s an ideological split in 
the gay movement that 
reaches back to the explo¬ 
sion of gay activism after the riots 
at the Stonewall Inn 35 years ago. 
On one side, left-leaning activists 
have preached the connections 
between gay rights and other so¬ 
cial justice issues - like reproduc¬ 
tive rights for women - advocat¬ 
ing for coalition work with non¬ 
gay groups. On the other hand, 
gay centrists and conservatives 
have espoused a close-fitting defi¬ 
nition of “gay issues” - for exam¬ 
ple, marriage for same-sex couples 
and elimination of the military’s 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy. 

This latter approach to gay- 
rights activism has dominated 
our movement- in recent 
years and has, in fact, led to 
historic accomplishments. A 
year ago this month, we saw 
the culmination of our ef¬ 
forts against sodomy laws in 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
Lawrence v. Texas de¬ 
cision, and just a few 
weeks ago, we 
watched as 
the first same- 
sex couples 
said “I do” in 

Massachusetts. But in our insis¬ 
tence on limiting the meaning of 
“gay issues,” we may be missing 
excellent opportunities to accom¬ 
plish more for gay people. 

Given the rampant homopho¬ 
bia in our society, it’s understand¬ 
able why much of the gay move¬ 
ment has avoided coalition work. 
In the years immediately after 
Stonewall, many gay activists tried 
to form alliances with the antiwar 
left, only to be faced with prejudice 
and the denigration of our issues 
as less important, almost frivolous. 
Similarly, lesbians found many 
straight feminists dismissive of les¬ 
bian concerns and unwilling to go 
to bat for them; even raising les¬ 
bian issues was often considered 
“divisive.” Not surprisingly, lesbian 
and gay activists moved away from 
the straight-dominated left and fo¬ 
cused on gay-specific issues. 

But times are different now, in 
large part because we worked so 
hard to change them. Of course, 
homophobia is still widespread, 
but we have many more potential 
allies on the left than we did 35 
years ago. The National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women, for example, 
which was once notoriously lesbo- 
phobic, is today an outspoken ad- 
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vocate for 
same-sex mar¬ 
riage rights. 

And when 
times change, a 
movement’s 
plan of action 
may need to 
change with 
them. Indeed, 
in order to 
meet contin¬ 
ued success on 
gay issues, we 
would do well 
to broaden our 
vision of what 
should be in¬ 
cluded in our 
platform. 

Consider 

this recent development: A num¬ 
ber of state legislatures have been 
following the path of Michi¬ 
gan’s Republican-led House 
of Representatives, which in 
April passed a bill that could 
have a negative impact on les¬ 
bian and gay health. If made 
into law, the so-called 
“Conscientious Objector 
Act” would allow health¬ 
care workers to refuse to 
treat certain 
people or to 
take part in 
medical pro¬ 
cedures for “ethical, moral, or reli¬ 
gious” reasons. 

Please note that this is not a 
specifically “antigay” bill, although 
a few gay media outlets chose to 
spin it exclusively that way. When 
I first read in the gay media about 
Michigan’s “antigay medical bill,”T 
went online to read the actual text 
of the bill and was surprised to 
find that it clearly targeted women 
seeking abortions or emergency 
contraception. At the same time, 
however, such a law could easily 
be turned against gay people with 
HIV/AIDS, transgender people 
seeking health care or receiving 
hormone therapy, lesbians who 
are pregnant or attempting to 
conceive, and even children with 
gay parents. 

Similarly, some radical-right 
pharmacists have refused to dis¬ 
pense birth-control pills to cus¬ 
tomers because of their religious 
objections to preventing concep¬ 
tion. Arkansas and South Dakota 
have already passed laws protecting 
pharmacists who won’t fill pre¬ 
scriptions for birth control on 
“moral” grounds. It’s not a big leap 
from this to, say, pharmacists re¬ 
fusing medication to HIV-positive 
gay men because of religious teach¬ 



ings condemning homosexuality. 

These examples illustrate how 
closely gay issues are tied to 
women’s reproductive rights, de¬ 
spite the fact that many in our 
movement still stubbornly hold 
that the two are unrelated. Indeed, 
some gay activists and commenta¬ 
tors continue to berate and belittle 
groups like the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force for including 
issues like reproductive rights in 
its platform of concerns. 

But a new project of the task 
force could help demonstrate the 
benefits of coalition work. NGLTF 
recently formed an alliance with 
the Woodhull Freedom Founda¬ 
tion (named for 19th-century het¬ 
erosexual, free-love activist Victo¬ 
ria Woodhull) to study and to ed¬ 
ucate the public about antiquated 
sex laws still on the books in many 
states. Among these are “public 
lewdness” laws that have unfairly 
targeted gay men for prosecution. 
But there are related sex statutes 
that have been used selectively 
against straight people of color, 
including archaic “cohabitation” 
laws that prohibit unmarried peo¬ 
ple from living together. 

It makes perfect sense for gay 
and straight activists to unite 
across the divide of sexual orienta¬ 
tion to lobby for the repeal of such 
laws. And it makes perfect sense for 
the gay movement to continue to 
find ways to work in coalition on 
issues that may affect us specifical¬ 
ly, but not exclusively. ▼

ith the 2004 presidential 
election now less than 
five months away, Cali¬ 
fornia voters appear headed to be 
sending the state’s 55 electoral 
votes to Democrat John Kerry, 
while Senator Barbara Boxer (D) 
appears headed to yet another re- 
election win. Despite some target¬ 
ed Legislative races by popular 
GOP Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on behalf of 
certain Republican candidates, 
both the Assembly and state Sen¬ 
ate should remain safely in De¬ 
mocratic hands after the Novem¬ 
ber 2 general election. 

More than a few candidates in 
California, however, are already 
looking to the 2006 statewide elec¬ 
tion and a quick glance shows the 
early races shaping up as follows. 

In the race for governor, both 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
and state Treasurer Phil An- 
gelides already have campaign 
war chests topping $10 million 
and they will both surely be in the 
contest for the dubious honor of 
opposing Schwarzenegger, assum¬ 
ing, that is, he decides to seek re- 
election. I believe that 
Schwarzenegger will very likely 
run for governor in 2006, but 
there are growing rumors 
that he just might claim 
to have “fixed” California 
during the next couple of 
years and forgo another 
run at the office and in¬ 
stead seek to unseat 
U.S. Senator Dianne 
Feinstein (D). 

There could 
also be other 
Democratic 
candidates for 
governor, but count Lieutenant 
Governor Cruz Bustamante out 
of this one because of his disas¬ 
trous run in the recall contest. 

The lieutenant governor’s of¬ 
fice is an open one in 2006 be¬ 
cause Bustamante will be termed 
out. There are plenty of candi¬ 
dates to replace him, however, 
with state Senator Jackie Speier 
(Hillsborough) and John Gara- 
mendi, the current Insurance 
commissioner, topping the De¬ 
mocratic list. Other Democrats 
said to be interested in the job in¬ 
clude state Senator Liz Figueroa 
(Fremont) and Los Angeles City 
Council President Alex Padilla. 

On the Republican side, candi¬ 
dates to succeed Bustamante will 
likely include state Senators Tom 
McClintock (Thousand Oaks) 
and Charles Poochigian (Fres¬ 
no), along with Assemblyman Tim 
Leslie (Tahoe City), who ran for 
the office once before, and Orange 
County Sheriff Mike Corona. 

The attorney general’s spot, 
with Lockyer completing his two 
terms, is also an open office. Oak¬ 
land Mayor Jerry Brown, a for¬ 
mer two-term governor, has al¬ 
ready announced for that race and 
with his high name ID he will be 
hard to defeat in a Democratic pri¬ 
mary. Other Democrats such as 
state Senator Joe Dunn (Santa 
Ana), L.A. City Attorney Rocky 
Delgadillo, and famed Burlingame 
attorney Joe Cotchett are all said 
to be ready to enter the primary 
contest against Brown. 

Republican candidates for AG 
in 2006 likely will include Assem¬ 
blyman Todd Spitzer (Orange), 
former Assemblyman Rod 


Pacheco, and L.A. District Attor¬ 
ney Steve Cooley. 

The name of San Francisco’s 
popular City Attorney Dennis 
Herrera has also been mentioned 
when the attorney general contest 
is discussed, but Her¬ 
rera likely will sit this 
one out and seek re- 
election to his current 
position. 

The state Treasur¬ 
er’s office is yet another 
open seat in 2006 and 
the probable list 
of Democratic 
candidates for 
that office in¬ 
clude L.A. City 
Treasurer Mark Saladino, state 
Senators Debra Bowen and 
Kevin Murray, both of the Los 
Angeles area, state Senator Dean 
Florez (Shafter), and Board of 
Equalization member John Chi¬ 
an g. Bustamante is reportedly tak¬ 
ing a look at the treasurer’s race as 
well. 

Republican candidates for 
treasurer will likely include former 
gubernatorial candidate Bill 
Simon, BOE member Claude 
Parrish, Assemblymen John 
Campbell (Irvine) and Keith 
Richman (Northridge), and pos¬ 
sibly former U.S. Treasurer 
Rosario Marin, who sought the 
GOP U.S. Senate nomination ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Incumbent Democratic Secre¬ 
tary of State Kevin Shelley is 
seeking re-election in 2006 and no 
Republican candidates have yet 
indicated interest in opposing 
Shelley. The same applies to state 
controller, where incumbent 
Steve Westly, a Democrat, is 
seeking re-election, and will be 
heavily favored to win. 

For insurance commissioner, if 
Garamendi seeks the lieutenant 
governor’s post, state Senator 
Deborah Ortiz (Sacramento) is 
expected to run for the position. 

On the Republican side, Repre¬ 
sentative Doug Ose (Sacramen¬ 
to), who passed on a fourth House 
term this year, is said to be think¬ 
ing of the insurance commission¬ 
er job, but he could run for trea¬ 
surer instead. 

Politics and people 

Retired San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Lillian Sing, a 


very popular jurist, kicks off her 
campaign for District 1 supervisor 
on Thursday, June 24, 5:30-7:30 
p.m. at the Lincoln Park Bar & 
Restaurant, 300 34th Avenue at 
Clement; entertainment, guest 
speakers, free event and all are in¬ 
vited. I don’t live in District 1 but 
if I did, Sing would most definite¬ 
ly be my candidate for supervisor. 

Board of Supes President Matt 
Gonzalez naturally trashed the 
S.F. Police Department over its 
handling of the demonstrations 
during the recent Bio 2004 confab 
at Moscone Center, saying that 
“this is becoming absurdly pre¬ 
dictable when we have a protest in 
the city now.” I’d say it’s just about 
as “predictable” that Gonzalez 
jumps at the chance to criticize 
the police department every 
chance he gets (was the Green su¬ 
pervisor even a witness to any of 
the demonstrations or does it just 
come natural to trash the cops?). 

Incidentally, those seeking to 
replace Matt Gonzalez in District 
5 tell me they don’t think that Bill 
Barnes, the bright young aide to 
Supervisor Chris Daly, is serious 
about getting into the race. The 
reason for this conclusion? Barnes 
appears to have done nothing to¬ 
ward putting together a campaign 
while others are off and running. 

In other District 5 news, some 
are predicting that outgoing Supe 
Gonzalez will likely endorse fellow 
Greenie Ross Mirkarimi as his 
successor. 

Meanwhile, I’ve been told re¬ 
peatedly that a “serious” candidate 
will emerge against Supervisor 
Michela Alioto-Pier in District 2 
before the August filing deadline. 

Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco) kicks off LGBT Pride 
Week by holding an open house this 
Sunday, June 20, at his San Francis¬ 
co District Office, 455 Golden Gate 
Avenue, from 1-4 p.m. All are invit¬ 
ed, and I’ll see you there. 

A letter organized by U.S. Sen¬ 
ators Dianne Feinstein (D-Cali- 
fornia),Ted Kennedy (D-Massa- 
chusetts), and Orrin Hatch (R- 
Utah) and signed by 58 senators, 
including 14 Republicans, has 
gone to President George W. 
Bush asking him to loosen the re¬ 
strictions on human embryonic 
stem cell research that he imposed 
nearly three years ago and says he

Who was June Jordan?

June 14, 2002 (two years ago this 
week): Bisexual African American 
poet June Jordan dies at age 65. 

B isexual poet and essayist 
June Jordan devoted her life 
and work to the struggles of 
oppressed and disenfranchised 
people throughout the world. Her 
belief that all forms of oppression 
are connected led writer Alice 
Walker to dub her “the universal 
poet.” 

Jordan was born to Jamaican 
immigrant parents in Harlem on 
July 9, 1936, and grew up in 
Brooklyn. Her father, a postal 
worker, and her mother, a nurse, 
worked hard to give their only 
daughter an excellent education. 
Her father was disappointed that 
she was not a boy, however, and 
often beat her. Jordan attended the 
private Northfield School for 
Girls in Massachusetts, 
where, she later recalled, 
she was “completely im¬ 
mersed in a white uni¬ 
verse.” 

Jordan’s elite education 
continued at Barnard Col¬ 
lege. In 1955 - a time 
when interracial rela¬ 
tionships were social¬ 
ly condemned and 
legally prohibited in much of the 
country - she married Michael 
Meyer, a white student who 
shared her passion for political ac¬ 
tivism; the couple remained to¬ 
gether for 10 years and had a son. 

Jordan also had sexual and ro¬ 
mantic relationships with women. 
She later related how one such li¬ 
aison helped her understand on a 
personal level the movement slo¬ 
gan “Black Is Beautiful.” While 
working as a reporter for the New 
York Times in the late 1960s, Jor¬ 
dan met a young woman who had 
recently arrived in New York City 
from Mississippi. Over dinner at 
the woman’s apartment, “I got a 
glimpse of her face under that 
huge Afro-crown she was wearing 
and there was nothing I did not 
understand,” Jordan recalled. 
“ [N] ot only was black beautiful to 
me, to a most personally inspiring 
degree, but also Black Is Beautiful 
galvanized my political determi¬ 
nations to make all of Mississippi 
a safe and gracious home for black 
folks.” 

Jordan’s personal experiences 
helped forge her belief that all

forms of suffering are intercon¬ 
nected, and spurred her evolution 
“from an observer to a victim to 
an activist.” This conviction led 
her to champion the causes of op¬ 
pressed people in the American 
South, South Africa, Nicaragua, 
Lebanon, Palestine, Northern Ire¬ 
land, and Bosnia. “[T]he differ¬ 
ence between South Africa 
and rape and my mother 
trying to change my face 
and my father wanting me 
to be a boy was not an im¬ 
portant difference to me,” 
she said in a 1981 inter¬ 
view. “It all violates self-de¬ 
termination.” 

While Jordan was 
lauded for her inci¬ 
sive poems and essays 
about racial justice and the status 
of women, she received less recog¬ 
nition for her work against het¬ 
erosexism, which she felt was 
equally important. “If we even tol¬ 
erate any oppression of gay and 
lesbian Americans, if we join those 
who would intrude upon the 
choices of our hearts,” she asked, 
“then who among us shall be 
free?” 

Jordan was not afraid to chal¬ 
lenge black men about their 
misogyny, feminists about their 
racism, or gay men and lesbians 
about their prejudice toward bi¬ 
sexuals. “If you are free, you are 
not predictable and you are not 
controllable,” she wrote in her 
1993 essay, “A New Politics of Sex¬ 
uality.” “To my mind that is the 
keenly positive, politicizing signif¬ 
icance of bisexual affirmation ... to 
insist upon the equal validity of all 
of the components of social/sexu¬ 
al complexity.” 

She also did not hesitate to 
challenge those who defined the 
quest for justice in a narrow way. 
At the National Black Lesbian and 
Gay Leadership Forum’s 1997 


conference, Jordan lambasted 
LGBT people who failed to see be¬ 
yond their own issues. “As long as 
there are gay and lesbian Ameri¬ 
cans who view sexuality as the first 
and last defining facet of their 
lives, then for that long I am not 
one with you and you are not one 
with me.” 

One of the most prolific 
African Americ^p writers of all 
time, Jordan published several 
collections of essays, children’s lit¬ 
erature, and the first novel written 
entirely in black English (His Own 
Where , 1970); she also co-wrote 
an opera and penned a regular 
column in The Progressive maga¬ 
zine. But she considered herself 
first and foremost a poet. “I think 
poetry in and of itself is an act of 
political activism because I think 
of poetry as the medium for 
telling the truth, and I think that 
anybody telling the truth in our 
body politic right now is making 
a political statement,” she told an 
interviewer in 1997. 

Jordan had a passion for teach¬ 
ing others to write as well. She 
worked as a professor for most of 
her career and founded the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Berkeley’s 
Poetry for the People program, 
which sought to break down bar¬ 
riers between academics and 
artists and everyday people. 

Despite a 10-year battle with 
breast cancer, Jordan remained an 
activist into her final years. A 
peace activist since the Vietnam 
War, she spoke at an antiwar rally 
in Berkeley following the Septem¬ 
ber 11 terrorist attacks, proclaim¬ 
ing “I honor the victims by dedi¬ 
cating myself against all violence.” 

Jordan died at her home on 
June 14,2002, at the age of 65. T

Gay SF resident honored by

T he Police Commission re¬ 
cently recognized a gay 
health department employ¬ 
ee for his bravery when he came to 
the aid of a San Francisco Police 
officer during an altercation. 

Russ Zellers, 55, was driving on 
Brady Street, an alley near Van 
Ness Avenue, on April 6 at ap¬ 
proximately 11:15 a.m. when he 
saw Officer Kevin Jow being 
punched by another man. With¬ 
out thinking of his own safety, 
Zellers exited his vehicle and im¬ 
mediately went to the aid of the 
officer. He retrieved Jow’s baton, 
which had fallen on to the road¬ 
way, and struck the suspect sever¬ 
al times, according to a commen¬ 
dation given to Zellers at the May 
26 commission meeting. 

“Mr. Zellers’s intervention al¬ 
lowed the officer to roll the subject 
off his back and with Mr. Zellers’s 
continued assistance, together they 
eventually managed to pin the 
subject against a parked car until 
additional officers arrived to take 
the subject into custody,” stated 
the report of the incident that was 
read to commissioners. 

Jow was transported to the 
hospital and placed on disability 
leave for a concussion and abra¬ 
sions to both knees. He suffered 
the injuries when he and the sus¬ 
pect both fell to the ground and 
the suspect allegedly straddled the 
officer, punching him. Zellers ar¬ 
rived on the scene as Jow was 


being pummeled. 

“I couldn’t get to my parking 
spot,” Zellers told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, who added Jow’s patrol car 
was blocking it. “I looked in my 
rearview mirror and saw they 
were on the ground.” 

Zellers said he didn’t really 
think much about his safety, and 
said the suspect was a much larg¬ 
er man than Jow. 

Police described the suspect as 
a 35-year-old white male, 5 feet 10 
inches tall, weighing 220 pounds. 
Jow was called to the Brady Street 
location on a citizen complaint of 
a trespasser, later identified as the 
suspect, according to police. The 
department did not release the 
name of the suspect. 

“He was by himself and kind of 
a small guy,” Zellers said of Jow. 

Zellers was not injured and said 
that backup officers arrived on the 
scene shortly after he intervened. 

Zellers’s partner, Mike Finn, is 
very proud of him, and said in an 
e-mail that Zellers, a small-framed 
man himself, “was dwarfed by the 
burly cops who lined up to con¬ 
gratulate and thank him” at the 
commission meeting last month. 

“Mr. Zellers’s actions are nothing 
short of heroic,” the report stated. 
“Without regards to his personal 
safety, he immediately went to the 
aid of a San Francisco police officer 
who was battling to survive a vicious 
attack by a much larger man who 
had clearly gained the advantage.” 

Zellers was nonchalant about 
the help he provided. “The police 
are having difficulties and have a

HRC endorses Kerry for president

s expected, and as Human 
Rights Campaign President 
Cheryl Jacques told the Bay 
Area Reporter in April, the gay 
rights organization Wednesday, 
June 16 formally endorsed John 
Kerry for president. 

Kerry, the junior senator from 
Massachusetts, is the presumptive 
Democratic nominee and will face 
President Bush in the November 2 
election. 

HRC’s decision was made by 
its board of directors based on 
Kerry’s support for LGBT equali¬ 


ty, his demonstrated leadership, 
and his viability to win in Novem¬ 
ber, the organization said in a 
statement. 

HRC quoted Kerry as thanking 
the group for its support. “We 
have worked together on so many 
battles and we still have many 
challenges ahead of us,” Kerry is 
quoted as saying. 

Kerry does not support same- 
sex marriage, which Jacques ac¬ 
knowledged in an April 17 inter¬ 
view when she was in San Francis¬ 
co. 

“Am I disappointed he doesn’t 
endorse gay marriage? Absolutely. 
But a lot of our heroes are not 


there yet on gay marriage,” Jacques 
said at the time. “If we have an 
open door in the White House we 
are light years ahead of George 
Bush.” 

Kerry is on record supporting 
equal rights for same-sex couples, 
including all federal rights. And 
Kerry does have a record of sup¬ 
port for LGBT issues outside of 
marriage. He voted against the 
Defense of Marriage Act and ac¬ 
tively opposed “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” in the mid-1990s. He is also a 
co-sponsor of the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act, which 
has yet to be approved by Con¬ 
gress. ▼

som Gulch locations. 

Every dollar raised from both 
events will be doubled through 
the Bushwhacked campaign. The 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health also informed Stop 
AIDS that it has raised the 
agency’s city funding this year to a 
little more than $1 million begin¬ 


ning July 1, up from $875,8tl in 
fiscal year 2003. Most of the fund¬ 
ing will be used for the organiza¬ 
tion’s multiple HIV prevention ef¬ 
forts designed to help HIV nega¬ 
tive people stay negative, while 
$125,000 will go toward its suc¬ 
cessful Positive Force program 
and Plus Seminars. 

SBC has also donated $10,000 
to Positive Force and three other 
individuals have given gifts total¬ 
ing $9,000, the agency said. With 


the additional funds the agency 
has hired back one full time and 
one part-time employee. 

“The additional support from 
the City and community is en¬ 
abling us to continue having an 
impact on HIV despite the 
CDC’s cuts to these efforts,” said 
Weide. “We are in a strong posi¬ 
tion to move forward with City 
grants laying the foundation and 
individuals funding new direc¬ 
tions.” ▼

Read the Patient Information that comes with LEXIVA before you start taking it and each time you get 
a refill. There may be new information. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
healthcare provider about your medical condition or treatment. It is important to remain under a 
healthcare provider's care while taking LEXIVA. Do not change or stop treatment without first 
talking with your healthcare provider. Talk to your healthcare provider or pharmacist if you have any 
questions about LEXIVA. 


What is the most important information I should know about LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA can cause dangerous and life-threatening interactions if taken with certain other medicines. 
Tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, including prescription and non-pre¬ 
scription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. 

■ Some medicines cannot be taken at all with LEXIVA. 

■ Some medicines will require dose changes if taken with LEXIVA. 

■ Some medicines will require close monitoring if you take them with LEXIVA. 

Know all the medicines you take, including prescription and non-prescription medicines, vitamins 
and herbal supplements. Keep a list of the medicines you take. Show this list to all your healthcare 
providers and pharmacists anytime you get a new medicine or refill. Your healthcare providers and phar¬ 
macists must know all the medicines you take. They will tell you if you can take other medicines with LEXIVA. 
Do not start any new medicines while you are taking LEXIVA without talking with your healthcare 
provider or pharmacist. You can ask your healthcare provider or pharmacist for a list of medicines that can 
interact with LEXIVA. 

What is LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA is a medicine you take by mouth to treat HIV infection. HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome.) LEXIVA belongs to a class of anti-HIV medicines called protease inhibitors. 
LEXIVA is always used with other anti-HIV medicines. When used in combination therapy, LEXIVA may help 
lower the amount of HIV found in your blood, raise CD4+ (T) cell counts, and keep your immune system 
as healthy as possible, so it can help fight infection. However, LEXIVA does not work in all patients with HIV. 

LEXIVA does not: 

■ cure HIV infection or AIDS. We do not know if LEXIVA will help you live longer or have fewer of the med¬ 
ical problems (opportunistic infections) that people get with HIV or AIDS. Opportunistic infections are 
infections that develop because the immune system is weak. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, 
herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. It is very important that 
you see your healthcare provider regularly while you are taking LEXIVA. The long-term effects of 
LEXIVA are not known. 

■ lower the risk of passing HIV to other people through sexual contact, sharing needles, or being exposed 
to your blood. For your health and the health of others, it is important to always practice safer sex by using 
a latex or polyurethane condom to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or 
blood. Never use or share dirty needles. 

LEXIVA has not been fully studied in children under the age of 18 or in adults over the age of 65. 

Who should not take LEXIVA? 

Do not take LEXIVA Tablets if you: 

■ are taking certain other medicines. Read the section “What is the most important information I should 
know about LEXIVA?” Do not take the following medicines* with LEXIVA. You could develop serious or 
life-threatening problems. 

- HALCION* (triazolam; used for insomnia) 

- Ergot medicines: dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine, and methylergonovine such as CAFERGOT*, 
MIGRANAL®, D.H.E. 45®, ergotrate maleate, METHERGINE®, and others (used for migraine headaches) 

- PROPULSID® (cisapride); used for certain stomach problems 
-VERSED® (midazolam); used for sedation 

- ORAP® (pimozide); used for Tourette’s disorder 

Do not take the following medicines if you are taking LEXIVA and NORVIR* (ritonavir) together. You could 
develop serious or life-threatening problems. 

- TAMBOCOR® (flecainide); used for certain abnormal heart rhythms 

- RHYTHMOL® (propafenone); used for certain abnormal heart rhythms 

■ are allergic to LEXIVA or any of its ingredients. The active ingredient is fosamprenavir calcium. See the 
end of this leaflet for a list of all the ingredients in LEXIVA. 

■ are allergic to AGENERASE® (amprenavir). 

You should not take AGENERASE (amprenavir) and LEXIVA at the same time. 


How should I take LEXIVA? 

■ Take LEXIVA Tablets exactly as your healthcare provider prescribed. 

• Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of LEXIVA Tablets at any one time. Do not change 
your dose or stop taking LEXIVA without talking with your healthcare provider. 

■ You can take LEXIVA Tablets with or without food. 

■ When your supply of LEXIVA or other anti-HIV medicine starts to run low, get more from your healthcare 
provider or pharmacy. The amount of HIV virus in your blood may increase if one or more of the medi¬ 
cines are stopped, even for a short time. 

■ Stay under the care of a healthcare provider while using LEXIVA. 

■ It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of LEXIVA by more than 4 hours, wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. However, if you miss a dose by fewer than 4 hours, take your 
missed dose right away. Then take your next dose at the regular time. 

■ If you take too much LEXIVA, call your healthcare provider or poison control center right away. 

What should I avoid while taking LEXIVA? 

■ Do not use certain medicines while you are taking LEXIVA. See “What is the most important infor¬ 
mation I should know about LEXIVA” and “Who should not take LEXIVA?" 

■ Do not breastfeed. See “Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider. ” Talk with your health¬ 
care provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

■ Avoid doing things that can spread HIV infection since LEXIVA doesn't stop you from passing the HIV 
infection to others. 

■ Do not share needles or other injection equipment. 

■ Do not share personal items that can have blood or body fluids on them, like toothbrushes or razor 
blades. 

■ Do not have any kind of sex without protection. Always practice safer sex by using a latex or 
polyurethane condom, to lower the chance of sexual contact with semen, vaginal secretions, or blood. 

What are the possible side effects of LEXIVA? 

LEXIVA may cause the following side effects: 

■ skin rash. Skin rashes, some with itching have happened in patients taking LEXIVA. Tell your healthcare 
provider if you get a rash after starting LEXIVA. 

■ diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia). Some patients had diabetes before taking LEXIVA 
while others did not. Some patients may need changes in their diabetes medicine. Others may need a new 
diabetes medicine. 

a increased bleeding problems in some patients with hemophilia. 

■ worse liver disease. Patients with liver problems, including hepatitis B or C, are more likely to get worse 
liver disease when they take anti-HIV medicines like LEXIVA. 

■ changes in blood tests. Some people have changes in blood tests while taking LEXIVA. These include 
increases seen in liver function tests and blood fat levels, and decreases in white blood cells. Your health¬ 
care provider may do regular blood tests to see if LEXIVA is affecting your body. 

■ changes in body fat. These changes have happened in patients taking antiretroviral medicines like LEXIVA. 
The changes may include an increased amount of fat in the'upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. The cause and long¬ 
term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

Common side effects of LEXIVA are nausea, vomiting, and diarrhea. Tell your healthcare provider about 
any side effects that bother you or that won’t go away. 

This list of side effects of LEXIVA is not complete. For more information, ask your healthcare provider 
or pharmacist. 

How should I store LEXIVA Tablets? 

■ Store LEXIVA Tablets at room temperature between 59° and 86°F (15° to 30°C). Keep the container tight¬ 
ly closed. 

■ Keep LEXIVA and all medicines out of the reach ot children. 

■ Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medi¬ 
cine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

General information about LEXIVA 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions that are not mentioned in patient information leaflets. 
Do not use LEXIVA for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not give LEXIVA to other people, 
even if they have the same symptoms you have. It may harm them. 

This leaflet summarizes the most important information about LEXIVA. If you would like more information, 
talk with your healthcare provider. You can ask your pharmacist or healthcare provider for information 
about LEXIVA that is written for health professionals.

What are the ingredients in LEXIVA? 

Active Ingredient: fosamprenavir calcium. 

Inactive Ingredients: colloidal silicon dioxide, croscarmellose sodium, magnesium stearate, microcrys¬ 
talline cellulose, and povidone K30. The tablet film-coating contains the inactive ingredients hypromellose, 
iron oxide red, titanium dioxide, and triacetin. 


Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider about all your medical conditions including if you: 

■ are pregnant or planning to become pregnant. It is not known if LEXIVA can harm your unborn baby. 
You and your healthcare provider will need to decide if LEXIVA is right for you. If you use LEXIVA while 
you are pregnant, talk to your healthcare provider about how you can be on the Antiretroviral Pregnancy 
Registry. 

■ are breastfeeding. You should not breastfeed if you are HIV-positive because of the chance of passing 
the HIV virus to your baby through your milk. Also, it is not known if LEXIVA can pass into your breast 
milk and if it can harm your baby. If you are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your health¬ 
care provider about the best way to feed your baby. 

■ have liver problems. You may be given a lower dose of LEXIVA or LEXIVA may not be right for you. 
a have kidney problems 

■ have diabetes. You may need dose changes in your insulin or other diabetes medicines. 

a have hemophilia 
a are allergic to sulfa medicines 

Before taking LEXIVA, tell your healthcare provider about all the medicines you take, including pre¬ 
scription and non-prescription medicines, vitamins, and herbal supplements. LEXIVA can cause dan¬ 
gerous and life-threatening interactions if taken with certain other medicines. You may need dose 
changes in some of your medicines or closer monitoring with some medicines if you also take LEXIVA (see 
“What is the most important information I should know about LEXIVA.’’). Know all the medicines that you 
take and keep a list of them with you to show healthcare providers and pharmacists. 

Women who use birth control pills should choose a different kind of contraception. LEXIVA can affect 
the safety and effectiveness of birth control pills. Talk to your healthcare provider about choosing an 
effective contraceptive.

Bush asked Vatican for help with bishops

Roman Catholic newspaper 
says President George W. 
Bush asked a Vatican official 
to help push American bishops on 
certain cultural issues. 

Bush made the request during 
a June 4 meeting with Cardinal 
Angelo Sodano, after his meeting 
with the pope, the New York Times 
reported Sunday, June 14. 

“Bush said, ‘Not all the Ameri¬ 


can bishops are with me’ on the 
cultural issues, especially the bat¬ 
tle against gay marriage,’ and 
asked for the Vatican’s help in en¬ 
couraging the U.S. bishops to be 
more outspoken,” according to 
National Catholic Reporter. 

The Reverend Barry Lynn, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Americans 
United for Separation of Church 
and State, said, “It is just unprece¬ 
dented for a president to ask for 
help from the Vatican to get re¬ 
elected, and that is exactly what 


this is.” 

However, some with Vatican 
experience were not shocked. “Any 
head of state who goes to the Vat¬ 
ican will attempt to present a 
case,” said Monsignor Lorenzo Al- 
bacete, who has served as a trans¬ 
lator for Catholic officials with 
heads of state. “But if it is done in 
a diplomatic way, that is why they 
go to the Vatican anyway,” he said. 
“It is not an act of devotion. It is a 
political thing.” T

Angeles Law School’s Williams 
Project; and Marina Gatto, a na¬ 
tionally known youth activist for 
civil rights. 

Leno’s resolution begins, 
“Whereas all individuals and fam¬ 
ilies are entitled to equal dignity, 
liberty, and equal protection 
under the law; and whereas the 
most recent data from the United 
States Census Bureau shows that 
same-sex couples and their fami¬ 
lies reside in all counties in this 
state and include more than 
92,000 couples statewide.” It also 
notes that “alleviating discrimina¬ 
tion against these families furthers 
the state’s interest in supporting 
stable family relationships” and 
that the proposed federal ban 
“would represent the first use of 
the constitutional amendment 
process in our nation’s history to 
single out a group of Americans 
for discrimination.” 

Leno’s resolution concludes that 
the Assembly and Senate of the 
state of California “jointly opposes 
any federal enactment designed to 
prohibit or restrict state legislatures 
or state courts from providing 
rights and obligations under the 
law for same-sex couples and their 
families,” and further stipulates 
that the resolution be delivered to 
President Bush and each member 
of the U.S. Congress. 

The resolution will pass, Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter, noting 
that it has 45 co-authors and 
strong support. And unlike other 
resolutions that are largely sym¬ 
bolic, this resolution “is the first 
time a proactive oppositional leg¬ 
islative resolution has been put 
forward” opposing the constitu¬ 
tional amendment against gay 
marriage, said Leno, and its pas¬ 
sage will send a nationwide mes¬ 


sage that “California believes our 
[federal] constitution speaks to the 
great promise and hope of our na¬ 
tion, not to its fear and ignorance.” 

The resolution will pave the 
way for other states to follow, and, 
since it will be sent to all U.S. Con¬ 
gress members, could be a signifi¬ 
cant influence on whether the 
amendment succeeds. 

“The message it sends has addi¬ 
tional importance, because should 
the amendment get out of Con¬ 
gress it goes to all 50 states for rat¬ 
ification. We need at least 13 state- 
houses to vote no for us to prevail, 
and this will be a clear indication 
that California will be the lead no 
vote should it get out of Congress.” 

Leno did say he was surprised 
that all the Republicans on the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee - considered 
moderate by most accounts - 
voted against his resolution, de¬ 
spite his reading quotes from sev¬ 
eral leading Republicans who op¬ 
pose the amendment, from Gov¬ 
ernor Arnold Schwarzenegger to 
former Congressman Bob Barr, 
the author of the 1996 Defense of 
Marriage Act. 

Mountjoy’s resolution, mean¬ 
while, cites Bush’s support for the 
amendment and his opinion that 
“a few judges and local authorities 
are presuming te change the most 
fundamental institution of civiliza¬ 
tion,” then goes on to note the pur¬ 
ported threat of recent gay mar¬ 
riages in Massachusetts and San 
Francisco, as well as the state’s pas¬ 
sage of Proposition 22, which lim¬ 
ited marriage to one man and one 
woman. It urges Congress to act to 
pass the proposed amendment. 

But Mountjoy’s resolution in 
favor of the amendment, said 
Leno, will not get out of commit¬ 
tee. Mountjoy’s spokeswoman 
Cudney, however, said that not 
having the votes “has never 
stopped us before” from introduc¬ 
ing legislation. ▼

pie have come to know Badlands 
as a racist establishment. It is so 
galling that it happens in San 
Francisco today that no one wants 
to admit it.” 

In a voicemail message late 
Tuesday, Natali said he was sur¬ 
prised to hear of the accusations, 
saying they are baseless. 

“Nobody told me about it. No¬ 
body informed me. Nobody asked 
me to change any policy. Nobody 
told me there was a problem with 
any policy at Badlands,” said Na¬ 
tali. “If you come here to Badlands 
on any night you will see people of 
all colors. At Badlands, since we 
began four years ago, we have a 
good clientele of people of all col¬ 
ors and we do not discriminate.” 


In a telephone interview 
Wednesday morning, Natali said 
he was unaware that the ABC had 
put the bar on notice nor had he 
received a copy of the complaints 
filed with the HRC or the state 
agency. 

He said he and his bar staff “are 
in disbelief. People at Badlands are 
all wondering what is going on 
here. I know I have my suspicions 
this has to do with the Pendulum 
[which he is in escrow to buy] and 
not about Badlands.” 

Newsome said the group has 
yet to speak to Natali and refuses 
to meet with him until he takes 
concrete steps to address its con¬ 
cerns. 

“We would like him to stop vi¬ 
olating the law. Once he does we 
will talk to him,” said Newsome. “I 
would like to see him penalized. I 
would like to see him make good¬ 


will gestures to the community. 
Then we will talk.” 

The group has launched a Web 
site called IsBadlandsBad.com to 
detail the complaints, gather sto¬ 
ries from others who feel they 
have been discriminated against at 
Natali’s bars, and urge gay men 
not to patronize either establish¬ 
ment. 

While the group is not calling 
for a boycott of either bar, Julius 
Turman, a black gay man and co¬ 
chair of Bay Area Lawyers for In¬ 
dividual Freedom, said people 
should boycott Natali’s bars. 

“I will not allow this to go on 
two blocks from my home,” he 
said Monday. Spinning the 
derogatory phrase “one of them” 
to his own purposes, Turman said, 
“I am ‘one of them’ who will not 
patronize his bar. I ask you today 
to not patronize his bar.” 

Romesburg said once gay men 
hear of their concerns, “we can’t 
imagine they would want to drink 
there.” 

The complaint 

In their complaint, the men 
note Natali’s two bars employ 45 
people, of whom none are women 
and only seven are non-white. Of 
those, none are African American 
and most work in less desirable 
positions, such as bar-backs or 
coat checkers, states the com¬ 
plaint. 

The complaint accuses Natali 
of employment practices that dis¬ 
criminate against blacks and 
women, of having a stated music 
policy against playing rap music 
in order not to attract black pa¬ 
trons, and a door policy that re¬ 
quires black men to have two 
forms of photo ID - a violation of 
San Francisco police code - and 
prove to doormen they have 
money to buy drinks. 

Derek Turner, a former Bad¬ 
lands bartender who worked at 
the bar between July and Decem¬ 
ber of 2003 and quit on his own 
accord, provides much of the in¬ 
formation used in the complaint. 
Speaking at the press conference 
Monday, the Stanford graduate 
said working at Badlands was “his 
dream bar-tending job. I loved the 
people I worked with.” 

But over the course of his em¬ 
ployment, Turner said he person¬ 
ally witnessed^and heard Natali 
discriminate against black patrons 
and female applicants. According 
to one account in the complaint 
that Turner recounted Monday, he 
said Natali took a doorman aside 
and pointed to a group of white 
patrons, saying, “Those are Bad¬ 
lands customers.” He said Natali 
then pointed to a group of black 
patrons and told the doorman, 
“Those are not Badlands cus¬ 
tomers.” 

Turner said he could no longer 
work at such an establishment. He 
now works for the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 

Kyriel Noon, a black gay man 
who is a grant writer for a San 
Mateo County nonprofit, is also 
party to the complaint. He said 
Monday that on several occasions 
he has gone to Badlands and been 
asked to show two forms of photo 
ID. 

“The doorman only begrudg¬ 
ingly let me into the bar without 
two photo IDs,” said Noon. “An¬ 
other time I was smoking and had 
a stamp on my wrist but the door¬ 
man stopped me. He huffed and 
let me back into the bar. 

“Badlands was not a place I 
was welcome at and I stopped 
going,” added Noon. 

Jamez Smith, a veteran of the 
U.S. Air Force who works at 
Walden House, said one time the 
doorman at Badlands “asked me 
to prove I had enough money to 
buy a drink.” Upset at being asked 
such a question, Smith said, “I

went in anyway and could never 
get service by the bartenders.” 

The signs regarding IDs, noted 
Natali, say “may” not “are” re¬ 
quired. He said he was not aware 
of the city police code’s governing 
IDs at bars. 

“We only ask for a second ID if 
the first isn’t any good,” said Na¬ 
tali. “I would not do it if I knew 
that it were against the law.” 

As for his hiring practices, Na¬ 
tali said, “We hire all races.” 

License revocation sought 

The men stated in their com¬ 
plaint with Alcoholic Beverage 
Control that “stripping [Natali] of 
the privilege to serve alcohol 
would rid the Castro of an ongo¬ 
ing law enforcement problem and 
promote public morals and wel¬ 
fare without negatively impacting 
public convenience or necessity.” 

“The ABC should take a seri¬ 
ous look at whether or not Les 
Natali is someone who deserves 
the privilege of serving alcohol. 
The state gives him a license, and 
with it, comes several obligations. 
One of which is to not discrimi¬ 
nate,” said Daniel Frattin, a stu¬ 
dent at the University of San Fran¬ 
cisco Hastings School of Law, who 
drafted and signed the com¬ 
plaints. “He is violating that. He is 
violating that, from what we can 
tell, really frequently and is rather 
unapologetic about it.” 

Carl DeWing, information of¬ 
ficer with the ABC in Sacramento, 
said any licensee who violates the 
law is subject to administrative ac¬ 
tion by the department. He said 
the complaint against Natali is 
rare, and agency staff could only 
recall a 1983 case against a Chip¬ 
pendales bar in Los Angeles, 
which had similar parallels. In that 
case, the ABC took action against 
the bar for refusing entry to male 
patrons and eventually won on 
appeal. 

DeWing said he could not say 
how long ABC agents would in¬ 
vestigate the complaints. 

“We have to be able to prove it 
in court, so who knows how long 
it will take. We may never be able 
to prove it,” he said. 

Problems for bar sale? 

The allegations come just days 
after a B.A.R. story detailed how 
Natali is in escrow to buy the Pen¬ 
dulum, the city’s only gay bar that 
caters to African Americans. The 
men at Monday’s press conference 
said they need to explore more 
about Natali’s purchase of the bar 
and what they may do in re¬ 
sponse. 

Though Newsome said “it is 
troubling” that Natali wants to 
own the Pendulum. 

A second group of prominent 
black gay men, separate from 
those who filed the complaints, 
have been meeting to discuss how 
to react to Natali’s acquiring the 
Pendulum, which is directly across 
the street from Badlands. They 
have also been requesting a meet¬ 
ing with Natali for months. 

Spearheaded by Calvin Gip¬ 


son, the former president of the 
Pride board and this year’s Pride 
Parade grand marshal, the group’s 
entreaties to discuss their con¬ 
cerns with Natali went unan¬ 
swered until this week. In an in¬ 
terview with the B.A.R. last Friday, 
Gipson said that since the night of 
Mayor Gavin Newsom’s inaugura¬ 
tion in January, he has tried to talk 
to Natali about perceptions in the 
community that he is racist. 

At a party in honor of Newsom 
held at Catch, a Castro restaurant, 
Gipson said he approached Natali 
to set up a meeting to talk about 
the problems blacks face at his 
bars. While Gipson said Natali was 
“very polite,” he refused to take his 
business card and declined to set 
up a meeting. 

“I made him aware he had a 
reputation of being racist against 
African Americans,” Gipson said 
of his conversation with Natali 
that night. “He said he was aware 
of it.” 

On Wednesday, Natali said he 
had not been approached or con¬ 
tacted by anybody with concerns 
about the Pendulum prior to this 
week. He met with Gipson Tues¬ 
day night at Badlands and said his 
recollection of what was said in 
January is different from what 
Gipson remembers. 

“I assured Calvin last night 
that I am willing to do whatever is 
necessary to make this bar a com¬ 
fortable bar for all people. We do 
not discriminate. I do believe we 
have a comfortable bar for all peo¬ 
ple.” 

“The issue or question is, and I 
asked him this last night, what 
could we do now to correct any 
situation,” said Natali. “I told him 
I want to work with you and any¬ 
body else. If there is a problem I 
want to take care of it. That really 
is the bottom line.” 

While Gipson said it was a 
good conversation, he said 
Wednesday that he does not be¬ 
lieve Natali is being honest about 
their prior conversations. 

“Based on the fact I started 
reaching out to him in January 
and I never received a call from 
him until yesterday, I would say I 
question his honesty,” said Gip¬ 
son. “One of the things Les told 
me last night is he was not aware 
of these complaints. I told him last 
night I warned you in January that 
you had a reputation for being 
racist against African Americans.” 

Despite the meeting with Na¬ 
tali, Gipson said the group plans 
to bring forward even more accu¬ 
sations of racism within his bar 
than the ones already filed. Gipson 
recommended to Natali that his 
first step should be to meet with 
representatives of the African 
American community.” 

“We have people ready to make 
public statements. What I told 
him was that I thought it was odd 
he refused to meet with me for ap¬ 
proximately six months and that 
his purchase of the only bar that 
caters exclusively to people of 
color in the Castro was the icing 
on the cake,” said Gipson. 

After being told by Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty earlier this spring 
that Natali intended to purchase 
the Pendulum, Gipson said he 
sent Natali an e-mail once again 
requesting a meeting. Until Tues¬ 
day, Gipson said he had not re¬ 
ceived any reply. 

“I sincerely don’t believe that 
Les has any interest in providing 
any support to the African Amer¬ 
ican community. It frightens me 
considering his reputation that he 
is purchasing a bar known as a 
gathering place for gay African 
American men and women. It is 
the only one in San Francisco,” 
said Gipson, who described the 
community’s reaction to the sale 
of the Pendulum to Natali “almost

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Racism charges 
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like losing a part of the family.” 

After not hearing from Natali, 
Gipson said he made his concerns 
known to Dufty and asked him to 
be an intermediary. Dufty said he 
met with Natali on Memorial Day 
and had a “very frank discussion” 
about the situation. 

Dufty told the B.A.R. that he 
has been “aware there is a belief 
Badlands has not been as welcom¬ 
ing a place to African American 
gay men and others. I sat down 
with Les and expressed to him it’s 
a perception that exists.” 

Dufty said in the meeting he 
specifically asked if Natali planned 
to shutter the Pendulum for as 
long as he did the Detour when he 
took over management of that 
bar. 

“He assured me that was not in 
his plan for the Pendulum. He rec¬ 
ognized the concerns and wanted 
to be responsive,” recounted 
Dufty. “In an e-mail to Les and 
Calvin I said I thought it would be 
good to have a sit down with pa¬ 
trons and others who are con¬ 
cerned about the future of the 
Pendulum. That has not yet hap¬ 
pened and it is not fully clear why 
it hasn’t happened.” 

As for the additional allega¬ 
tions made this week, Dufty said 
he has been in contact with the 
group and intends to meet with 
them to discuss their complaints. 

“I take their concerns seriously. 
It is an issue to make the Castro 
inclusive and welcoming,” he said. 
“It is something I have been fo¬ 
cused on in every possible aspect. 

I take the role of the Pendulum se¬ 
riously as a place where black gay 
men and others feel welcome and 
issues from what I have read of 


women patrons and women em¬ 
ployees.” 

The issue could come back to 
haunt Dufty in his bid for re-elec¬ 
tion to the board. Since he first 
ran for supervisor, various bar 
owners have financially support¬ 
ed Dufty. He writes a biweeldy col¬ 
umn in a magazine geared toward 
the gay bar scene and stumped for 
votes at various clubs and bars. 

The men behind the com¬ 
plaints said they intend to meet 
with Dufty about the matter and 
seek his help in addressing their 
concerns. 

“We want to let him know this 
is going on and bring it to his at¬ 
tention. It seems it will be an im¬ 
portant constituent issue in his 
district,” said Frattin, the law stu¬ 
dent. 

Michael Goldstein, president 
of the Harvey Milk LGBT Demo¬ 
cratic Club, who attended Mon¬ 
day’s press conference, specifical¬ 
ly brought up Dufty’s connections 
to the bar scene as an issue. 

“I do have concerns. [Natali] is 
a major supporter of Supervisor 
Dufty. Does he have any sway over 
him?” Goldstein asked. 

Next month Goldstein said he 
expects the Milk Club will discuss 
sponsoring a resolution in sup¬ 
port of a boycott of Natali’s bars 
and against his buying the Pendu¬ 
lum. 

“To hear those words come 
from an actual employee gives it 
much more power,” he said. “I ex¬ 
pect the Milk Club will take a po¬ 
sition on this and join in unity.” 

‘Cold feeling’ at times 

Since 1991 Gipson said he and 
his friends have consistently called 
the Pendulum home. While he 
said he is not as frequent a patron 
these days, there was a time when 
“my friends and I felt like we 


owned the place because we were 
there so much.” 

James Moore, a gay black man 
who has patronized the Pendu¬ 
lum, said he would go there more 
often if it were better kept. For 
that reason, he said he would wel¬ 
come a new owner overhauling 
the bar. But he said he is con¬ 
cerned such a makeover by Natali 
would in effect be used to push 
out the black clientele. 

“With Badlands or The Bar on 
Castro you want to go there be¬ 
cause of the atmosphere and how 
it is presented. The Pendulum 
doesn’t give you that feeling,” said 
Moore, an event planner and 
owner of the modeling agency 
You’re the One. “But the Pendu¬ 
lum is the only place we have to 
go. We have to go there, we don’t 
have a choice. 

“The fear is, once it is redone, 
we won’t be welcome to come 
back,” added Moore. “Then 
African Americans won’t have 
anywhere to go.” 

Moore, a 16-year San Francisco 
resident who lives in Twin Peaks, 
said he has gone to Badlands at 
times and had mixed feelings 
from the bar. 

“It is an interesting place. At 
times I feel okay to go in there and 
I do see other African American 
gentlemen there,” said Moore. 
“But some people get a cold feel¬ 
ing like they are not supposed to 
be there.” 

More than a dozen black com¬ 
munity leaders and Pendulum pa¬ 
trons have been meeting to devel¬ 
op a plan of action regarding the 
bar’s sale. Gipson said the group’s 
initial intent was not to block Na¬ 
tali’s purchase of the bar but to se¬ 
cure a commitment on his part 
that the gay black community’s 
concerns would be addressed. 

“Les can meet with us and hear 


our concerns and have a peaceful 
collaboration or he can choose to 
force the hand of the African 
American community,” said Gip¬ 
son last week. 

While Gipson would not reveal 
what steps the group is planning, 
he did say opposing Natali being 
issued an entertainment license by 
the city, a liquor license by the 
state, and protests outside his bars 
are all under discussion. However, 
what the group would most like is 
to have assurances they will be 
welcomed at the Pendulum. 

“I hope we can do something 
very positive where we all come 
out for the better,” said Moore. “I 
hope the person owning the club 
will see overall that the African 
American community needs a 
supportive place to be and feels 
like they have a place they can go 
and meet one another.” 

According to the ABC’s DeW- 
ing, one recourse is filing a protest 
against Natali’s application to 
transfer the Pendulum’s license 
into his name. DeWing said a 
protested application can take 
anywhere from 75 days up to two 
years to process if it is contested 
through an appeals process. 

“If someone protests an appli¬ 
cation, and the reason stated is a 
valid reason to not issue a liquor 
license, then we are required to 
hold a hearing before an adminis¬ 
trative law judge,” explained 
DeWing. 

Anyone can file a protest alleg¬ 
ing the person is not qualified to 
have a liquor license. 

“If in fact he has had a liquor 
license revoked or past problems 
at his other locations, then we can 
take that into consideration when 
we issue the license. We may con¬ 
dition the license to prevent viola¬ 
tions of any laws from the past,” 
DeWing said. 


As of press time, no one had 
filed a protest to Natali’s applica¬ 
tion, said DeWing. Nor was he 
certain what impact the investiga¬ 
tion at Natali’s other bars would 
have on his Pendulum applica¬ 
tion. 

Hip-hop at Badlands 

Beginning Monday, June 21 
Natali said he will begin having a 
hip-hop night at Badlands at the 
request of Gipson. He said his bar 
does not normally play such 
music because “we play top 40 
music at Badlands.” 

“I want to cooperate with any¬ 
body who has any complaints,” 
said Natali. “I hope they will con¬ 
tact me and we will talk about it.” 

Natali also met with the staff at 
the Pendulum this week to discuss 
his acquiring the bar and address 
their concerns or questions. Due 
to that meeting, one Pendulum 
staff member will begin working 
at Badlands. 

“You will see new people who 
will be added to Badlands,” said 
Natali. “The Pendulum has a very 
diverse staff and we intend to keep 
it that way. I have spoken to the 
staff and told them whoever wants 
to continue to work there I will 
hire.” 

In the meeting Natali said he 
also assured Gipson he has no in¬ 
tention of changing the character 
of the bar. 

“I intend to keep the same 
policies and make improvements 
that will hopefully keep the same 
clientele and add to the clientele,” 
said Natali. “It is important we 
have a diversified clientele and 
that we do not discriminate.” 

Other issues

vention for the city’s Department 
of Public Health, has long cham¬ 
pioned using the Internet as an 
avenue for prevention methods. 
While he acknowledges the suc¬ 
cess of such outreach is hard to 
evaluate, Klausner said he is con¬ 
vinced it is having an impact. 

“We do have some data that 
suggests people exposed to online 
interventions are more aware of 
the STD epidemics and more 
knowledgeable about HJV trans¬ 
mission,” said Klausner. 

But it seems online prevention 
cannot totally replace outreach on 
the streets of gay communities. 
Evidence of this can be seen in the 
health department’s new $100,000 
campaign to educate men about 
the terms they are using online. 
While the campaign has a Web site 
to go with it, it is not utilizing 
banner ads on gay chat sites. 

Instead, ads are being installed 
in the Castro MUNI station next 
week. 

“The immediate no brainer is 
to put this online but it’s not. 
When people are logged into these 
play spaces they are not interested 
in pop up ads or banner ads,” said 
Andy Williams, a social marketer 
who helped create the campaign, 
called “Just so we’re clear your 
guess is as good as mine.” “The 
guys we interviewed said ‘When I 
am online I don’t want you inter¬ 
fering, don’t bother me online.’” 

Williams said the men on the 
campaign’s community advisory 
board suggested it would have 
more impact if placed on bill¬ 
boards in the Castro. 

“They talked about there being 


a lot of value in having a media- 
based campaign where those men 
who use the Internet regularly are 
not being asked to think about is¬ 
sues of HIV while online,” she 
said. “So instead, these men will be 
in the train station being asked to 
think about it. It will also reach 
members in the community who 
may not use online sex sites very 
much or those who have preju¬ 
dices about it who need to look at 
an issue which affects everyone. 

“Online guys don’t just have 
sex with online guys. They have 
sex with other guys too,” added 
Williams. 

A study conducted last sum¬ 
mer by Greg Rebchook, Susan 
Kegeles, and Alberto Curotto, re¬ 
searchers at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies, found 
that community groups across the 
country feel more research needs 
to be done on these new online 
prevention programs. 

The study, “Opening' a virtual 
door into a vast real world: Com¬ 
munity-based organizations are 
reaching out to at-risk MSM with 


creative, online programs,” found 
64 groups from across the U.S. 
have launched online prevention 
programs. 

In telephone interviews with 
staff from 26 of those organiza¬ 
tions, the researchers found that 
there is a lack of financial and in¬ 
stitutional support for doing on¬ 
line work and that evaluating such 
methods is expensive and difficult 
to do due to the anonymous envi¬ 
ronment of the Internet. They rec¬ 
ommend that agencies need to 
better coordinate their efforts and 
resources so as to avoid competing 
for the same online populations. 

But they did find online out¬ 
reach reaches a broad range of 
MSM and that conversations on 
the Web are more in-depth than 
on a hotline. In their study, they 
report that “some MSM who so¬ 
cialize online would not do so in 
physical venues, for many differ¬ 
ent reasons. The Internet empow¬ 
ers men to overcome such obsta¬ 
cles, making it possible for online 
prevention programs to reach 


them with unprecedented ease.” 

Speaking at the CAPS confer¬ 
ence this spring, Erika Escobedo 
with the Billy DeFrank LGBT 
Community Center in San Jose 
said the Internet has helped the 
center reach the “down-low” pop¬ 
ulation and gay men in Silicon 
Valley. The center launched its on¬ 
line work in July 2003 ancTa new 
Web site last December. 

Four volunteers enter various 
chat rooms geared toward South 
Bay gay men and have been able to 
talk to men of various ages and 
races. 

“A lot of them on the down- 
low want information on STDs, 
testing services. They don’t want 
to go to a bathhouse or a gay bar,” 
said Escobedo. “Having the Inter¬ 
net as a way to do outreach allows 
you to reach them.” 

The term down-low refers to 
men who have sex with men but 
do not identify as gay. 

She said there have been some 
bumps with the online approach, 
such as chat rooms being full so 
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flamed over his refusal until this 
week to financially support a trib¬ 
ute at this year’s Pride to DJ Sean 
G (Garrett), the resident DJ of 
both the African American stage 
at Pride and the Pendulum. Gar¬ 
rett died earlier this year due to 
AIDS and his friends asked both 
the Pendulum and Natali to fi¬ 
nancially support plans for a trib¬ 
ute to the DJ. 


Vincent Cowart, a black gay 
man and founder of the ballet 
group Soul in the City, had sub¬ 
mitted a proposal to the Pendu¬ 
lum three months ago asking the 
bar to donate to the tribute. 

“They never responded back to 
me,” said Cowart, who said he 
stopped going to Badlands nine 
years ago when a bartender served 
him a flat beer and refused to give 
him a new one. 

Gipson said he asked Natali to 
contribute $1,000 toward Gar¬ 
rett’s memorial. He said he never 
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outreach workers are unable to 
enter or some rooms are exclusive 
and do not allow entry. 

“You never know the best time 
to reach people. Also, a lot of men 
of color have less access to the In¬ 
ternet,” she said. Though they 
have found that “guys we met on¬ 
line referred their friends to come 
talk to us.” 

It is not just prevention offi¬ 
cials turning to the Internet to 
reach gay men. Stfx clubs such as 
Mack Folsom Prison and 333 Lin¬ 
den have installed computers for 
patrons to use to invite men they 
talk to online to meet them at the 
various venues. Health educators 
said such approaches can lead to 
safer sex encounters and provide 
them with face-to-face interac¬ 
tions with men they otherwise 
could not meet. 

“I think it is safer. There is the 
chance to get someone out of their 
bedroom and into a sex club 
where there is the opportunity to 
provide them with safer sex edu¬ 
cation,” said Frank Strona, a health 
educator and creator of the safe- 
sexcity.com Web site. “It keeps 
them out of having a casual en¬ 
counter at your home and it is a lot 
safer to meet them at a sex club.” 

Rebchook added that Internet 
access at bathhouses and sex clubs 
could foster men into having safe 
sex conversations that otherwise 
might not take place. 

“The norm in a lot of bath¬ 
houses is it is very quiet and not a 
lot of ways to have a conversation. 
Men can use the Internet to have 
an online safe sex conversation 
that they might not be able to 
have in the sex club. I think it 
could be a good thing,” he said. ▼ 


received a response. 

“It’s a shame that Les is making 
thousands, if not tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars off Pride and he 
refuses to make a small contribu¬ 
tion to the African American 
community,” said Gipson. “This 
disturbs me because the Castro 
bars have a long tradition of com¬ 
munity support, whether hosting 
fundraisers for AIDS or a variety 
of things. The bars participated in 
the fabric of the gay community. 
Now it feels like that is being taken 
away from us.” 

Natali said he had sent Gipson 
an e-mail last week saying he 
would make a donation to the 
black Pride stage, however, Gipson 
said he never received the e-mail. 
Since he does not own the Pendu¬ 
lum yet, Natali said he wanted to 
make the donation on behalf of 
Badlands. 

“Yesterday he said, ‘I can’t ac¬ 
cept a donation from Badlands 
given the controversy at this time.’ 
I was very surprised,” said Natali. 
“I still feel I would like to make a 
contribution on Badlands’ behalf 
for that event. I hope he reconsid¬ 
ers my offer.” 

Gipson said if the contribution 
to Pride came from the Pendu¬ 
lum, he would accept it. “I told 
him that if he owned the Pendu¬ 
lum the assumption was the 
money would come from patron¬ 
age of people of color of his bar 
and that is not true with Bad¬ 
lands,” said Gipson. “I don’t trust 
him. The fact he is offering money 
toward gay Pride when I made the 
initial request meeting him in Jan¬ 
uary and I don’t get a response 
from him until June 15 - one and 
a half weeks from the parade - 
that is not acceptable.” 

While the two were talking, 
Gipson said they were interrupted 
by one of the bar’s patrons who 
said, “I hope you guys work this 
out.” 

“I am surprised the communi¬ 
ty is as supportive and open as 
they have been because there is al-

P Periodically, I like to use 
this space to discuss some 
of the more practical and 
useful updates in the treatment of 
HIV and hepatitis. What follows is 
just a small selection of many re¬ 
cent advances. 

Updates for HIV 

1. Traditionally, CD4 and viral 
load are used to predict the risk of 
disease progression after starting 
antiretroviral treatments. Accord¬ 
ing to a recent article in the med¬ 
ical journal AIDS (41/04), inex¬ 
pensive blood tests measuring 
total lymphocyte count, hemoglo¬ 
bin levels, and response antigens 
can be just as useful in tracking 
the progression of HIV. Although 
ideally targeted toward underde¬ 
veloped countries, these tests 
would be a welcome alternative 
for the countless uninsured and 
underinsured patients who must 
pay for their laboratory expenses 
out of pocket. 

2. According to the March 10 
issue of the New England Journal 
of Medicine, among HIV patients 
on HAART, the use of higher 
doses Of lipid lowering drugs ap¬ 
pears to offer more protection 
than standard doses - 80 mg/daily 
versus 40 mg/daily of atorvastatin 
(Lipitor) - and should be consid¬ 
ered especially for those individu- 
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als with a history of a serious car¬ 
diovascular events such as a heart 
attack. 

3. A study published in the 
March issue of the Journal of En¬ 
docrinology and Metabolism re¬ 
vealed that the intravenous use of 
cocaine appears to blunt immune 
responses to infection. Among IV 
cocaine users, this increased risk 
of infection was previously attrib¬ 
uted to poor nutrition and the 
risk of infection from dirty nee¬ 
dles. However, there is now clear 
evidence that IV cocaine on its 
own blunts the natural immune 
response itself and creates an in¬ 
creased risk for contracting HIV 
upon exposure to the virus. 

4. In the April issue of 
Journal of Gastroenterolo¬ 
gy and Hepatology, a 
study revealed that 
among HIV-positive in¬ 
dividuals suffering from 
ulcers, the bacte¬ 
ria normally 
thought to be 
at fault (H. Py¬ 
lori), might 

not be responsible. Instead it ap¬ 
pears that underlying CMV (cy- 
tomeglovirus) infection may actu¬ 
ally be causing these ulcers, and 
should be aggressively treated es¬ 
pecially among individuals with 
fewer than 100 T cells. 

5. Over the past few years, the 
decision as to whether to start an¬ 
tiretroviral medications has 
moved away from the early ap¬ 
proach known as “hit hard and hit 
early.” These days, it is generally 
recommended to wait until T cells 
have fallen below 200 and/or viral 
load has increased to over 55,000, 
unless the individual has become 
symptomatic. The exception to 
this rule (until now that is) was, if 
you managed to catch HIV in its 
acute stage of infection (one to 
three weeks after exposure to the 
virus) when it was believed that 
aggressive early treatment would 
spare more types of T cells from 
being destroyed. Researchers at 
Harvard Medical School pub¬ 
lished a study in the March 26 
issue of AIDS that found no clear 
benefit in adopting this approach 
and eliminating this situation as a 
possible reason to start treatment 
before a drop in T cells or a rise in 
viral load has been established. It 
should be noted, however, that an¬ 
other study from the June 1 edi¬ 
tion of AIDS concluded that those 
individuals who waited to begin 
treatment until after their T cells 
fell below 200 were less likely to 
achieve a full immune reconstitu¬ 
tion response than those who 
started antiretroviral treatment 
with higher T cells. 

6. In a related study, published 
in the May 15 issue of Journal of 
Infectious Diseases (online), re¬ 
searchers concluded that the 
strongest predictor of how quick¬ 
ly a person will progress to AIDS 
is the speed with which they reach 
their “viral set point” after their 
initial infection. A viral set point 
is the relatively steady level of HIV 
in the blood without treatment 
that occurs between initial infec¬ 
tion, when the body has not yet 
launched an immune response, 
and the level of HIV in the blood 
during late stage AIDS when the 
immune system has been system¬ 
atically destroyed, causing T cells 
to drop and viral load to increase. 
This set point can range among 
individuals from undetectable to 
several hundred thousand. It has 



also been theorized that the high¬ 
er the set point, the shorter the 
time that it can be maintained be¬ 
fore it begins to increase. 

7. At the 11th Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic 
Infections, a group of investiga¬ 
tors from Los Angeles and San 
Diego added more fuel to the su¬ 
perinfection fire. Superinfection 
refers to being exposed to and in¬ 
fected by more than one strain of 
HIV. For years now, HIV health 
advocates have warned against 
unprotected sex between partners 
who were both HIV-positive, with 
the theory being that reexposure 
to the virus could worsen one’s 

condition. The discovery of 
several individuals who 
had been infected with 
more than one strain was 
discussed. Superinfection 
seems to occur at a rate of 5 
percent per year, almost ex¬ 
clusively among 
those with mul¬ 
tiple sexual part¬ 
ners who are not 
on antiretroviral 
therapy (HAART). In some indi¬ 
viduals this resulted in having 
their drug-responsive HIV be¬ 
come drug-resistant, while others 
actually had their resistant strain 
mutate into a more drug respon¬ 
sive one. 

8. According to a study con¬ 
ducted at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco and released 
at the retrovirus conference, there 
is now even more evidence of the 
benefit of medical marijuana. 
Specifically, smoking marijuana 
appears to relieve HIV-related 
nerve pain (neuropathy). The 
study showed that among those 
who had been suffering for an av¬ 
erage of six years, three marijuana 
cigarettes a day reduced their pain 
by nearly half. This benefit was 
not nearly as noticeable among 
individuals who consumed mari¬ 
juana food products or through 
the use of the drug Marinol, 
which contains THC, the active 
ingredient in marijuana. 

Hepatitis update 

1. According to a March edi¬ 
tion of the Journal of Infectious 
Diseases (online), vaccinations 
against hepatitis A and B are a 
must for anyone who hasn’t yet 
been infected with either of these 
viruses. However, their effective¬ 
ness appears dependent on one’s 
individual T cell level. Individuals 
with HIV who had less than 200 T 
cells should be aware that one shot 
of hepatitis A vaccine rarely of¬ 
fered immunity and sometimes 
even after the recommended sec¬ 
ond shot, some of these individu¬ 
als may never obtain protection 
from the virus. 

Though this particular study 
was targeted specifically at hepati¬ 
tis A vaccine, researchers believe 
the same to be true for hepatitis B 
vaccine, which is given in three 
doses. Individuals with HIV seek¬ 
ing protection from hepatitis B 
should receive all three doses and 
then have the level of antibodies 
to the virus (known as a “titer”) 
measured to find out if in fact they 
are protected against it. Even 
when immunity to these viruses 
has been achieved, it is recom¬ 
mended that a yearly titer be taken 
to make sure that immunity still 
exists and to determine if a boost¬ 
er shot may be needed.

William Earl 
Andrews, Jr., died 
on June 6th, 2004, 
at 8:30 p.m., of a 
burst colon. 

He was born in 
Worcester, (vlA, on 
January 9,1935, 
and moved to Los 
Angeles in 1963, 
where he and Dee 
Dee Love met. In 1975 they moved to 
San Francisco, where among other 
work, William bartended and drove 
taxis. 

“Sweet William” — so dubbed by . 
Empress Jose I — was appointed Arch 
Duke of the Tenderloin by Tenderloin 
Tessie. 

William is survived by his sister Sally 
Webster and his brother James, both of 
Groton, CT, and by his sister Emny De 
La Cruse of Las Vegas, who was with 
him when he died. He is also survived 
by his daughter Elizabeth Carter of Riv¬ 
iera, TX, and by three grand children 
and a great grandson. And by many 
friends. 

Sweet William and Dee Dee gave lit¬ 
eral and emotional meaning to “long¬ 
time other half.” They were a couple for 
forty-two years. 

William will be remembered with 
affection and love by so many of us. 

Armand Boulay 

November 16,1936 — June 3, 2004 

Armand Boulay, a native of New 
Hampshire, attended the University of 
California at Berkeley, where he ob¬ 
tained AB and MA degrees in history. 

For 36 years, 1959-1995, he taught his¬ 
tory and foreign languages at DeAnza 


High School in 
Richmond, where 
he conducted stu¬ 
dent tours to 
France and other¬ 
wise introduced his 
students to French 
culture. 

In 1982 he 
founded the East 
Bay Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club by first placing an ad 
in the BAR. The response was tremen¬ 
dous, and Boulay became the club’s first 
president. The club quickly became 
quite influential in East Bay politics, 
promoting the passage of the first do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, policies, and 
legislation (Berkeley), as well as the 
most extensive, at that time, lesbian/gay 
civil rights legislation in the state (Oak¬ 
land). Though Boulay participated ex¬ 
tensively in East Bay Politics, he did not 
entertain political ambitions for himself. 
This, and his outgoing, friendly, and in¬ 
clusive manner, enabled him to retain a 
wide variety of friendships. 

During the 1982 Gay Games in San 
Francisco, he served as a translator, and 
from connections developed there, Au 
Cercle des Amis Francophones grew and 
continues today. Boulay’s native lan¬ 
guage was French, but he became a 
broader linguist, studying German at 
the Goethe Institute in Berlin and Chi¬ 
nese in Taipei. With Don Pharoah he 
founded the local Gay German club, and 
he also hosted a Gay Spanish Club from 
time to time. In addition, he participat¬ 
ed in the founding of Pacific Friends, a 
gay Asian and American social group. 

In January 2003 he developed DVT 
(deep vein thrombosis) on a non-stop 
flight to Taiwan and was hospitalized in 
Taipei. After he returned to the United 
States his health steadily deteriorated 
with several strokes and partial paraly¬ 
sis. He is survived by his partner Yuichi 


and two sisters. 

Tony Humber 

June 23,1958 - June 4, 2004

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St. James Infirmary celebrates five years

he St. James Infirmary, a 
dedicated clinic for current 
i and former sex workers, will 
celebrate its five-year anniversary 
next Thursday, June 24 with a 
benefit eala at the DNA Lounge, 
375 11* Street, in San Francisco, 
from 8 p.m. to 2 a.m. 

With the theme of “Naughty 
Nurses and Dirty Docs,” the ben¬ 
efit will feature performances by 
Fat Bottom Review, Apocalipstick, 
Jennifer Bryce, the Lollies, Fetish 
Diva Midori, and others. 

Under the able direction of 


emcees Carol Queen, Robert 
Lawrence, Skeeter, Mistress Mor¬ 
gana, and sex education expert 
Frank Strona, organizers promise 
special guest appearances by sex 
industry luminaries such as porn 
legends Annie Sprinkle, Ron Jere¬ 
my, Vanessa del Rio, masturbation 
guru Betty Dodson, the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence, and infir¬ 
mary cofounder Margo St. James. 

The St. James Infirmary, start¬ 
ed by Call Off Your Old Tired 
Ethics and the Exotic Dancers Al¬ 
liance in June 1999, was the coun¬ 
try’s first occupational health clin¬ 
ic run by and for sex workers. The 
infirmary offers comprehensive 


medical and social services to 
workers in all areas of the sex in¬ 
dustry, along with their partners 
and families. In its five years of 
operation, the clinic has served 
more than 7,000 clients. 

“The clinic is really revolution¬ 
ary because the decisions about 
what kind of care is needed and 
how it’s going to be delivered 
aren’t being made by a guy in a suit 
a thousand miles away,” said St. 
James co-founder Johanna Breyer. 
“They’re being made by the peo¬ 
ple who need the health care.” 

The infirmary’s many offerings 
include primary medical care, gy¬ 
necological services, confidential 


HIV and sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease counseling and testing, 
acupuncture and massage thera¬ 
py, mental health services, sub¬ 
stance use counseling, smoking 
cessation programs, violence pre¬ 
vention services, and legal, hous¬ 
ing, and career assistance. 

In March, the infirmary moved 
into a new location at 1372 Mis¬ 
sion Street between 9th and 10th. 
Clinic hours are Tuesdays from 
noon-3 p.m. and Wednesdays and 
Thursdays from 6-9 p.m. All gen¬ 
ders and sexual orientations are 
welcome. Specialized services for 
transgender sex workers are of¬ 
fered on Thursdays. 


Next week’s benefit will raise 
funds to support the infirmary’s 
operations. Advance tickets are 
$40, which will include admission 
to a special VIP lounge featuring 
lube wrestling, lap dances, chair 
massages, and domination ser¬ 
vices. Tickets at the door will be 
$25 for general admission or $50 
with VIP lounge privileges. Guests 
must be at least 21 years of age.

ways this underlying impression 
people do not want to hear the 
concerns of people of color,” said 
Gipson. “I am encouraged. It 
makes me proud to be a San Fran¬ 
ciscan.” 

Instead of focusing on their 
patrons, Gipson said it appears the 
Castro bar owners are more fo¬ 
cused on profits.

to stab him on the side and back.

plained that a previous meeting 
late in 2000 consisted of caressing 
and kissing before Misquez ended 
it.

“Mr. Misquez was not justi¬ 
fied,” Mont told jurors. “He did 
commit a homicide, not a mur¬ 
der.” 

Mont said that Misquez could 
not accept his homosexual feel¬ 
ings and the attorney noted that 
he led an isolated double life with 
a girlfriend and two small chil¬ 
dren. T 


Romesburg and posted to the Is- 
BadlandsBad.com site, problems 
with* gay bars discriminating 
against patrons of color goes as far 
back as 1975, when 120 people 
picketed the Mine Shaft, calling 
for a boycott of the now-defunct 
bar due to racial discrimination. 

In 1982 the San Francisco 
chapter of Black and White Men 
Together formed a committee and 
met with the Tavern Guild, an or¬ 
ganization of gay bar owners, to 
address minorities’ concerns 
about bar policies they felt were 
discriminatory. 

And in 1984, the old Watering 
Hole bar on Folsom was targeted 
for double-carding practices. In 
1990 both the Midnight Sun and 
Castro Station were picketed for 
alleged racist policies toward 
Asian gay men. 

Romesburg states in his ac¬ 
count that “racism has always 
been a problem in the Castro” and 
that “businesses and the commu¬ 
nity in general have been slow to 
respond to calls for reform.” 

But Herb Cohn, president of 
the Castro business group, Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market and Cas¬ 
tro, said he found the charges that 
the Castro is racist “unbelievable.” 

“Quite honestly it never ap¬ 
peared to me to be a problem in 
the Castro,” said Cohn. “We are a 
community of inclusion not ex-

published in the May issue of He¬ 
patology, 87 percent of patients 
with acute (initial) hepatitis C in¬ 
fection who were treated daily 
with interferon (6 million units) 
for four weeks were able to clear 
the virus from their systems. The 
other 13 percent also achieved full 
clearance after being treated for an 
additional 20 weeks with (6 mil¬ 
lion units of) interferon, three 
times a week. It is not yet known 
yet whether patients who are co¬ 
infected with HIV and hepatitis C 
(HCV) would achieve the same 
results but it does look promising. 

Initial infection with HCV is 
not always symptomatic and these 
symptoms when they occur can 
range from mild flu-like symp¬ 
toms to extreme fatigue. If you 
think you may have been exposed 
to HCV, definitely consult with 
your physician about starting 
early treatment with interferon. 
You might spare yourself a year’s 
worth of treatment that may still 
end up being unsuccessful. I, my¬ 
self, was aware of my acute HCV 
infection but at the time interfer¬ 
on was not available. Years later, I 
spent 12 months being treated 
with an older form of interferon 
before once a week dosing was 
available.

The organization could find it¬ 
self embroiled in the fight over 
Natali’s liquor licenses and permit 
applications if he asks MUMC to 
support his applications, which is 
commonly done by business own¬ 
ers to bolster their application’s 
chances of approval. Cohn said 
Natali had yet to make any re¬ 
quests from MUMC. 

As the press conference was 
being held Monday afternoon, a 
reporter overheard two younger 
white men pass by and dismiss the 


made available by “pegylating” 
(encapsulating) the interferon 
molecule so it stayed in the body 
longer, for a week. The reduced 
number of injections also re¬ 
duced the severity of the side af¬ 
fects. Now, according to the Inter¬ 
net site HIVandHepatitis.com, a 
new form is under way. It’s called 
Albuferon, and it uses the protein 
found in egg whites (albumin) to 
keep the interferon molecule in 
the body longer, possibly allowing 
for one shot every two to four 
weeks. If I had only known then 
what I do now, much misery 
would have been spared, but I am 
nonetheless living proof that co- 
infection with HIV and HCV 
does not have to mean a death 
sentence and that interferon can 
work for most people. In related 
news, two new protease inhibitors 
for HCV are being developed. 
“BILN 2061” and “VX-950” 
should both start human trials 
sometime this year. 

4. Even though improvements 
are under way in the delivery of 
alpha interferon as a treatment for 
HCV, a significant number of in¬ 
dividuals discontinue treatment 
because of the unpleasant side af¬ 
fects. Recently, at a conference in 
New Orleans ( Digestive Disease 
Week 2004 - May 15-20), an alter¬ 
native treatment consisting of 
mistletoe extract and lycoper- 
sicum was found to be fairly effec¬ 
tive without any significant side 


allegations being made, saying 
“Who cares, it’s only a bar.” 

Zwazzi Sowo, a black lesbian 
who is a member of the Pride 
board and lives in Twin Peaks, said 
she has been verbally harassed as 
she walked down Castro Street. 
On one occasion Sowo said a man 
came up to her and said “You big 
black nigger bitch.” Another time 
she said she was followed by a 
man saying “Nigger, nigger, nig¬ 
ger.” 

“The Castro for me is racist. A 
lot of racism goes on here,” said 
Sowo. “It has a reputation for creat¬ 
ing environments where black peo¬ 
ple are not welcome to gather in.” 

Sowo said she came out for the 
press conference because “my 
concerns are about more steps 
being made to shut black people 
out of the Castro.” 

While it has been talked about 
for years that several bar owners 
seemed hostile to minorities, Gip¬ 
son said no one came forward be¬ 
cause they did not feel like the 
greater LGBT community cared. 

“A lot of African Americans 
feel the Castro is racist. They don’t 
feel like people care about them so 
why put themselves on the spot,” 
he said. “I believe people are com¬ 
ing forward now because we could 
always choose to go to other es¬ 
tablishments open to the commu¬ 
nity, such as the Pendulum.” T 


According to the study, of 
78 patients who completed the 
study, 18 percent reached unde¬ 
tectable viral load in 12 months 
and after 24 months, 25 percent 
managed to maintain a sustained 
viral response.

28th SF International Lesbian & Gay Film Festival, week one

T his is the Frameline festival’s year of the battered bov. The best 
of this year’s batch of edgy male films put sweet and not-so- 
sweet boys at risk fora thumping. There’s also an accent on 
quirky, laugh-out-loud comedy, with one of the best coming 
from Russia. T his year marks both a resumption of the fest’s tra¬ 
ditional two-week format and a return to an old home, the Roxie Cin¬ 
ema. Two new East Bay venues have been added, Oakland's august 
Grand Lake Theatre and the dinner/movie confines of The Parkway. 
Frameline 28 features films about every possible type of genderbending 
(Drag Kings on lour), hot boys from South Africa’s bitter harvest of his¬ 
tory { Proteus) and a celebration of the films of lesbian director Rose 
Troche (Co fish), winner of the 2004 Frameline Award. There are cash 
prizes, this years Frameline trailer, and more private parties than your 
liver can endure. And away we go. 

Dorian Blues This very smart comedy manages to combine sassy 
zingers about life in the family closet with an off-kilter coming out story 
that’s funny and uncomfortably accurate. A first-rate ensemble cast 
headed up by TV's Michael McMillian makes the jokes pay off and sting. 
The core of the piece is a nifty gay brother/straight brother bond against

Constructed 
around footage of Curtis’ stage and cabaret perfor¬ 
mances and Warhol film clips, the doc serves up the 
story of his 38 glitter-strewn years, offering remem¬ 
brances and scandalous anecdotes from interviews 
with his friends and collaborators, including Penny 
Arcade, Joe Dallesandro, Harvey Fierstein, Holly 
Woodlawn, Paul Morrissey, Michael Musto, Sylvia 
Myles, and Ellen Stuart. Narrated by Lily Tomlin, the 
film also features an original score by his longtime 
musical director, Paul Serrato. 

John Holder, Jr. was born in 1947 and raised on 
New York City’s Lower East Side, mainly by his 
grandmother Slugger Ann, another legend who ran 
a bar bearing her moniker.

The song plays on 

'Buddy rocks out in San Francisco

uddy - The Buddy Holly 

S Story pretty much gets the 
; facts right. At least, they 
mirror the brief biography of a 
brief life outlined on the official 
website maintained by his widow 
and estate managers. But we don’t 
go to a musical about Buddy 
Holly to learn whether or not he 
was happier on the Brunswick 
label than at Decca. We go for his 
music — a sound that has en¬ 
dured thanks to its simplicity, 
originality, infectiousness, arjd, we 
are eager to believe, its innocence. 

Buddy, now at the Post Street 
Theatre, happily reinforces what 
we already feel about the bespec¬ 
tacled rock icon. If there was any 
darkness in his soul, it is not re¬ 
vealed here. Still, the uncompli¬ 
cated bio scenes provide a context 
for the music, and when the story 
ultimately gives way to a rousing 
recreation of The Last Concert, 
complete with a big band and 
eight backup singers, not to men¬ 
tion Ritchie Valens and the Big 
Bopper doing their biggest hits, 
the celebration feels earned. 

Buddy ran for more than a 
decade in London, a city that' 
more eagerly embraces tribute 
musicals than New York. Opening 
on Broadway in 1990, despite its 
audience-pleasing ways, Buddy 
lasted less than a year. The debut 
SF production has been moving 
northward (and growing in size) 
since its debut in Carmel and sub¬ 
sequent hit run in San Jose. 

With much of the original cast 
in place, this Buddy has been well- 
tuned by director Stephen Moorer. 
The standard-issue spoken scenes 
are performed competently 
enough, and the musical passages 
erupt with authentic rock ’n’ roll 
fervor. Sporting glasses a bit more 
hip than the clunkers Holly actual¬ 
ly wore, and not quite as lanky as 
his role model, Travis Poelle is a to¬ 
tally engaging presence who catch¬ 
es fire every time he dips into the 
Buddy Holly songbook. 

Lucinda Serrano is sweetly de¬ 
mure as Holly’s wife Maria Elena, 
Matt Davis has a goofy Jim Carrey 
mania as a concert emcee, and 
Davitt Felder scores in his cameo 
as Ritchie Valens. But Scott Free’s 
Big Bopper is more inadvertently 
comic than cool. 

The real-life Maria Elena Holly 
came onstage after the curtain call 
on opening night, and her pres¬ 
ence provided an unexpected 
blessing to a production that al¬ 
ready has a joyful song in its heart. 

Buddy - The Buddy Holly Story 
is in an open-ended run at the 
Post Street Theatre. Tickets are

| i wo very different but com¬ 
plementary DVDs make an 
irresistible case for newcom¬ 
ers to explore Janacek’s piquant 
saga of the seductive vixen 
Sharpears. They should also help 
attract musical-theatre fans to the 
San Francisco premiere produc¬ 
tion starring Dawn Upshaw now 
playing at the War Memorial 
Opera House. 


The brilliant primary colors - of 
the clever cut-out sets by Bob 
Crowley (think David Hockney) 
are also a tremendous asset, lend¬ 
ing just the right touch of story¬ 
book atmosphere. Appropriate, 
considering that the tale originat¬ 
ed as a comic strip. 

With Sir Charles in the pit with 
the Orchestre de Paris, all of 
Janacek’s pungent instrumental 
writing pours out of the speakers 
with thrillingly detailed digital 
sound. This is a DVD that could 
easily stand alone as a pure listen¬ 
ing experience. 

The cast is anchored by 
Thomas Allen’s strongly shaded 
performance as the Forester (he 
repeats the role at SF Opera). The 
character’s lifelong obsession with 
the vixen also chronicles his sim¬ 
ple appreciation of nature. His 
final monologue about the circle 
of life is quite touching. 

Soprano Eva Jenis in the title 
role proves that she can sing (a 
nice dark edge to her tone) and 
even dance well enough. Her sly 
acting style never resorts to mug¬ 
ging. We really care about her, as 
fascinated by her spunk as we are 
charmed by her vulnerability. 

Hana Minutillo as the fox pos¬ 
sesses a bright, slightly edgy voice. 
She makes a convincing and rak¬ 
ish lifelong mate to Sharp-Ears. 
Other human roles are. also dou¬ 
bled as animals and insects. The 
quality of their singing is ad¬ 
mirable. 

Wild kingdom 

The BBC and Kent Nagano 
teamed for a television cartoon 
version of the opera that has also 
garnered praise. With animator 
Geoff Dunbar, they created a 
shortened account (just under 
one hour) that concentrates on 
the animals and the progression of 
the seasons. 

The juxtaposition of the hum¬ 
drum lives of the humans with the 


life-and-death struggles of the an¬ 
imals is missed, but Nagano has 
deftly made sense of the con¬ 
densed score, and the pictorial ef¬ 
fects are certainly in keeping with 
the original source material. 

Dunbar’s ravishing images go 
well with Nagano’s more impres¬ 
sionistic interpretation of the 
music. A gentler view of nature 
and a homogenized version of the 
vixen’s sexuality replace the tang 
and eroticism of the Paris produc¬ 
tion. 

The voices are pleasing, and a 
male plays Dashwood the fox, but 
•the singing is secondary here, 
more on the level of a musical. 
Only Grant Doyle as the Forester 
and Christine Buffle as the vixen 
sound operatically trained. 

As an introduction to the work 
for younger listeners or for folks 
who think they hate opera, this 
version is consistently delightful. 
Purists won’t like Nagano’s pretty¬ 
ing up of Janacek’s Slavonic 
sharpness or the loss of so much 
music and character development, 
but they will surely succumb to 
-the innocent joy and heartwarm¬ 
ing philosophy of the piece. The 
DVD also has some wonderful ex¬ 
tras: a full storyboard presenta¬ 
tion, and an interesting interview 
with the animator. T

Sly fox seeks same 

SFO's stunning'Cunning Little Vixen'

ow we are cooking! Last Fri¬ 
day night, San Francisco 
Opera presented its first- 
ever production of Leos Janacek’s 
bittersweet, pantheistic opera, The 
Cunning Little Vixen, at the War 
Memorial Opera House. Miss it at 
your peril. 

It’s the finest thing artistic di¬ 
rector Pamela Rosenberg has done 
since she took over the reins of the 
company in 2001. British director 
Daniel Slater and designer Robert 
Innes Hopkins display some of 
the psycho-symbolic textures that 
Rosenberg is fond of, but they 
never forget that this paean to na¬ 
ture is warm, humanistic and 
hopeful. 

There is not a Fedora hat in 
sight, and the sex, while quite po¬ 
tent, comes off as natural and even 
humorous, rather than ugly and 
life-denying. Add to that a mar¬ 
velously secure musical perfor¬ 
mance, with great conducting, 
and you have an evening of bliss. 

One warning: if you see this 
Vixen, please do some homework. 
In terms of costuming, Slater has 
blurred the line between the for¬ 
est animals and the humans who 
interact with them, so that even 
with supertitles it is difficult to 
follow the exact storyline. 

Janacek doesn’t help, produc¬ 
ing a series of vignettes of Czech 
country life, which Slater stages 
entirely in the local pub. For the 
outdoor scenes, the back walls fly 
up, revealing a receding series of 
circular structures in vague forest 
colors, pocked with openings 
through which the animals scurry. 

If it sounds cutesy-moderne 
like some recent SFO productions, 
it isn’t. In fact, the purpose of the 
circular structures is revealed at 
the end, when they form a perfect 
skyscape against which the 
Forester (Thomas Allen) cele¬ 
brates the renewal of life. 

Striking out 

Vixen is the story of a wise lit¬ 
tle fox, Vixen Sharpears (Dawn 
Upshaw), who is captured as a cub 
by the Forester. His children mis¬ 
treat her. Lapack, his dog (Cather¬ 
ine Cook), gives her bad advice. 
She attacks his chickens and final¬ 
ly escapes. 

Back in the woods, the Vixen 
grows up, asserts herself fearlessly 
— Janacek was a great advocate of 
woman’s rights — falls in love 
with Golden Stripe, a fox (Dag- 
mar Peckova), and produces litters 
of little foxes, all the while contin¬ 
uing to flirt with the Forester. 

Upshaw and Peckova were 
magnificent in their love duet.

Cook nearly stole the show. An¬ 
thony Laciura (Schoolmaster), 
Gregory Stapp (Parson) and 
Bojan Knezevic (the Poacher) 
made the humans obtuse but not 
evil, while Allen was as moving 
and sensitive as I’ve ever heard 
him in the Forester’s praise of the 
life cycle. 

The rest of the huge cast and 
chorus were all fine-tuned to the 
director’s movement and the con¬ 
ductor’s tempos. Gabrielle Mal¬ 
one and Andrew Robinson 
mimed the spirits of Vixen and 
the Forester in erotic yet tasteful 
dance sequences (by Aletta 
Collins) that were as effective as 
any I’ve seen in opera. 

In the pit, Alexander Po- 
lianichko mined every one of 
Janacek’s luscious melodies and 
startling orchestrations, yet kept the 
momentum going so that the show 
comes in at a little over 90 minutes 
without intermission. SFO’s or¬ 
chestra plays some of the most gor¬ 
geous orchestral music ever written 
with heavenly grace. ▼

Searching for ‘Sacrament!’ 


Dave Eggers' secular quest excites at Intersection for the Arts

s salvation available for those 
who have no savior? Is im¬ 
mortality conceivable for 
atheists? Is Africa called the “dark 
continent” because it is poorly lit? 

These are a few of the ques¬ 
tions that are confronted with 
heart and humor in Sacrament!, a 
new play based on Dave Eggers’ 
novel You Shall Know Our Velocity! 
Eggers, director Kent Nicholson, 
and members of Campo Santo 
have collaborated to create the 
imaginative staging now at Inter¬ 
section for the Arts, fast becoming 


the premier venue for finding ex¬ 
citing new work. 

Sacrament! is thick with the 
angst of a couple of guys who 
can’t quite figure out a good rea¬ 
son to grow up. The meaningless 
death of a friend in an automobile 
accident has rdttled their cage, es¬ 
pecially for Will, who has decided 
to travel around the world giving 
away money he made for posing 
for a lightbulb ad. 

Will and Hand, with just a 
week to complete their global mis¬ 
sion, grow frustrated by the mo¬ 
lasses-seeming ether through 
which they must travel. “They 
promised us teleporting decades 
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ago,” says Hand during an extend¬ 
ed stopover in Senegal. “Fuck reg¬ 
ular movement.” 

Comic misadventures are in¬ 
creasingly interspersed with mo¬ 
ments of soul-searching for a sec¬ 
ular equivalent of sacrament. The 
spiritual malaise on view is a con¬ 
dition that waxes and wanes for 
most of us, but that has a specific 
intensity for those sliding over the 
cusp toward adult obligations. Eg¬ 
gers demonstrated a keen feel for 
this particular sensation in A 
Heartbreaking Work of Staggering 
Genius, and it is even more the 
focus of Sacrament! 

Nicholson, the director, has 
given the production a simple but 
smart staging that uses a narrow 
Cinerama-like cyclorama to set the 
scenes in words and images. The 
production continuously creates 
the right mood, so much so that a 
moment of mild physical interac¬ 
tion with the audience actually 
feels comforting. And it would be 
hard to imagine better interpreters 
of Will and Hand than Sean San 
Jose and Danny Wolohan. Michael 
Torres and Tina Marie Murray

play multiple roles with skill and 
considerable empathy. 

Sacrament! is a play created 
from collaborative workshops, a 
system probably partly responsi¬ 
ble for the 20 minutes or so that 
could be comfortably cut. But it is 
a play with a strong sense of pur¬ 
pose and illuminated in a produc¬ 


tion that completely understands 
that purpose. ▼

Sadist monsters 

Doug Wright's ' Quills' wilts in Berkeley

I Am My Own Wife, the San 
Francisco-bound Tony- and 
Pulitzer Prize-winner, sounds 
so promising that a visit to play¬ 
wright Doug Wright’s earlier play 
Quills holds an extra dose of cu¬ 
riosity. But this gruesome serio¬ 
comic fantasy about the Marquis 
de Sade’s final days in Charenton 
asylum sparks only intermittent 
interest in an ambitious produc¬ 
tion of confusing intentions. ’ 

The Shotgun Players is provid¬ 
ing the delayed Bay Area premiere 
of the 1995 play, first announced, 
postponed, and then canceled by 
the Magic Theatre. The cause of 
the Magic’s turnaround is un¬ 
known, though it’s not hard to 
imagine a reason. Quills can get 
downright annoying. 

For one thing, the play is too 
long, though that could be forgiv¬ 
en if we felt we were on an in¬ 
triguing journey. But the length 
only exacerbates the wearying as¬ 
pects of the script. An increasing 
problem is the dizzying jumps in 
tone, ranging from serious de¬ 
bates to genuine violence to a par¬ 
ody of horror. About the time the 
Marquis’ dismembered hand 
pokes its way out of a small box, it 
begins to feel like an episode of 
The Addams Family. 

Still, the play can probably be

seen to better advantage than in 
the production at the Julia Mor¬ 
gan Center in Berkeley. Director 
Reid Davis hasn’t found a way to 
artfully navigate the obstacles in 
Wright’s script, and his cast is on a 
stylistic collision course. Yet even 
as things go bump, intriguing is¬ 
sues are sometimes illuminated. 

At one point, de Sade asks one 
of his guardians, “Can an author 
be blamed for a reader’s re¬ 
sponse?” It’s a question that still 
carries weight, whether it’s about 
violence on TV, sexual exploits on 
a page, or political rhetoric con¬ 
trary to the ideals of the moment. 

In Quills, an asylum director 
finds himself increasingly infected 
by what de Sade continues to 
write despite his incarceration. 
Desperate to stop the flow of 


words, and to soothe his guilty 
fevers, he orders increasingly se¬ 
vere amputations to prevent the 
Marquis from using any ap¬ 
pendage to produce prose. By the 
end, the play has given over com¬ 
pletely to an absurdity that is 
more foolish than ghoulish. 

The cast performs in a variety 
of styles, whether it is a performer 
switching gears from scene to 
scene, or two or more actors in a 
single scene employing widely dif¬ 
ferent, and often clashing, rela¬ 
tionships to realism. David 
Cramer as the asylum’s chief 
physician has a steadying profes¬ 
sionalism about him, at least until 
he goes batty in the second act. 
Taylor Valentine, though too 
young for the role of the prison 
director, conveys the credible an¬ 
guish of a sociological liberal who 
is increasingly losing his humani¬ 
ty. And as the Marquis de Sade, 
the tireless Richard Louis James 
provides an over-the-top perfor¬ 
mance of leering bravado. 

The Shotgun Players are often 
the source of provocative new 
works and ingenious returns to 
the classics. Unfortunately, Quills 
fits into neither category.

ties of his time, who would show 
up in an artfully ripped ’30s dress 
and stockings, or in a more James 
Dean or Gary Cooper male per¬ 
sona. 

Filmmaker Highberger recalls 
that he first met Curtis in the flesh 
during his first week at NYU film 
school in ’72. Curtis was partici¬ 
pating in a “sleep-in” in the base¬ 
ment of Highberger’s dormitory 
protesting the fact that NYU 


would not grant a nascent gay and 
lesbian student-group space to 
meet. “Jackie was not real politi¬ 
cal, but Jackie was a publicity 
hound, and he came because he 
knew there would be cameras and 
media coverage there,” Highberg¬ 
er explains. 

Hometown hero 

The sleep-in was a heady expe¬ 
rience for Highberger, a college 
freshman who had cut class in 
high school to. see a screening of 
Warhol’s film Flesh, featuring 
Curtis. “I was a gay boy in a sub¬ 


urban Pittsburgh high school,” he 
says, “thinking I was the only one. 
I knew no one who was interested 
in Warhol and his films like I was.” 
He grew up in Warhol’s home¬ 
town, and his uncle had gone to 
school with the reigning Pop king, 
so Warhol had always been on 
Highberger’s radar. At the sleep- 
in, he remembers, “I immediately 
went up to Jackie, and we just be¬ 
came friends.” 

With access to video equip¬ 
ment, Highberger soon began

Sir Andrew Davis returns to Davies Hall

ir Andrew Davis, current 

m Music Director and Princi- 
pal Conductor of the Chica¬ 
go Lyric Opera, just finished a 
two-week guest stint at Davies 
Symphony Hall after an absence 
of two decades. 

He has been busy elsewhere 
over the years, notably as Music 
Director of the Toronto Sympho¬ 
ny aad chief conductor of the 
BBC Symphony. His return visit 
with the San Francisco Symphony 
was a welcome reminder of his 
straightforward style and clear in¬ 
terpretive vision. 

The first concert opened with 
Davis’ own orchestration of J.S. 
Bach’s mighty Passacaglia and 
Fugue in C minor. While Bach 
transcriptions are hardly a rarity 
and other conductors have made 
equally convincing statements, 
this version managed to sound 
both fresh and modern. 

It also served as a perfect cur¬ 
tain-raiser for the appearance of 
countertenor David Daniels in 
one of Bach’s most beautiful can¬ 
tatas, Ich habe genug (“I have 
enough.”) Daniels last sang with 
the SFS in 1997, and his interna¬ 
tional career has rightly exploded 
in the meantime. 

A reawakening of interest in 
the male alto voice and authentic 
vocal casting in Baroque opera has 
coincided with the emergence of 
some very talented singers, with 
Daniels currently leading the 
pack. His handsome, rugged looks 
contrast neatly with his high 
steady tone and emotive abilities. 

He navigated the cantata with 
tasteful restraint and just enough 
lyrical involvement, though his 
lower register was a little soft for 
the dry acoustics of Davies Hall. 

The concert ended with an ex¬ 
pansive account of Dvorak’s Sym¬ 
phony No. 7 in D minor. The or¬ 
chestra responded luxuriously to 
the conductor’s intensely concen-

trated shaping. 

Go with the flow 

Last week’s concerts were 
marked by an interesting SFS pre¬ 


miere, Toru Takemitsu’s sensuous 
meditation, From me flows what 
you call time. Written for the five- 
man Canadian ensemble Nexus, 
the piece unfolds like a ritualistic 
concerto for percussion and or¬ 
chestra. 

Takemitsu was renowned for 
his groundbreaking film scores, 
but his many compositions for or¬ 
chestra using both Western and 
Eastern instruments successfully 
forged a universal language. The 
exquisite attention to detail and 
meaningful silences marking his 
best work were evident in the 
many percussion episodes of From 
me flows. 

At slightly more than 30 min¬ 
utes, the piece begins to wear a lit¬ 
tle thin. Still, the expert playing of 
Nexus and the sympathetic sup¬ 
port of the orchestra (especially 
rich string-playing) maintained 
connection. 

Sir Andrew concluded the con-

cert and his visit with a full- 
blooded reading of Holst’s The 
Planets. It was clever program¬ 
ming in context with the Takemit¬ 
su and gave the full orchestra a 
chance to shine. I have never 
warmed much to the score, but 
the many memorable tunes and 
masterful orchestration can make 


a big impression and, with the ex¬ 
ception of some sour intonation 
by the offstage Women’s Chorus, 
the performance was thrilling. 

MTT returns this week with 
two. full subscription series of 
Mahler’s Symphony No. 2, Resur¬ 
rection. The performances are 
being recorded. ▼ 


British pianists hang ten 

Steven Osborne and Stephen Hough play Liszt , Chopin

N o other great 19th-century 
composers are so inextrica¬ 
bly linked with the piano as 
Liszt and Chopin. British pianists 
Steven Osborne and Stephen 
Hough have focused on the two 
composers, respectively, in new 
Hyperion CDs. Both pianists 
could play the (sometimes red) 
socks off the competition, but one 
reason they’re not among the 
piano stars that spring to mind is 
that they’re deep thinkers and 
feelers, not just pyrotechnicians 
and prestidigitators. Their new 
CDs are special precisely for their 
alchemy of the familiar combined

with “sounds as yet unheard.” 

Not surprisingly, Osborne’s 
new set of the 10 works Liszt 
grouped as the Harmonies poe- 
tiques et religieuses and Hough’s 
CD of the Chopin Ballades and 
Scherzos both shed new light, 


from oblique angles, on central 
repertoire. Many critics have al¬ 
ready started their piano-CD-of- 
the-year lists with Obsorne’s Liszt, 
and the quietly brilliant Chopin 
from gay pianist Hough could 
earn him another sh£lf of prizes, 
too. 

It took most of the 20th centu¬ 
ry for Liszt to recoup the reputa¬ 
tion he held during the 19th, as a 
major composer and a piano vir¬ 
tuoso nonpareil. I remember 
when received wisdom was that 
his music lacked in taste what it 
provided in dazzle. The advocacy 
of scholars and pianists has re¬ 
stored Liszt to a place among 
composers of the first rank. 

Hough has been among the 
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stronger pianist advocates, and 
Osborne joins them by presenting 
works Liszt meant to be consid¬ 
ered together — and playing them 
with uncommon refinement. If all 
he did were to reaffirm the subtle¬ 
ty of Liszt’s music, it would be an 
accomplishment. But he does 
much more. 

As he showed in his celebrated 
recording of Messiaen’s Vingt Re¬ 
gards sur VEnfant-Jesus, piano 
music of the most horrendous 
difficulty poses no difficulties too 
great for him. Nevertheless, his 
penchant is for bringing out the 
secrets as well as the declamations 
of the scores. From the first piece, 
aptly called “Invocation,” it is clear 
that this is major music. 

Osborne handles its contrasts, 
from the subtle, chorale-like pas¬ 
sages to other, repetitive gestures 
of Brucknerian insistence, with 
the balance that can come only 
from having grasped a work 
whole. Some of the pieces, such as 
an “Ave Maria” and a “Pater nos- 
ter,” are slight, but only in size, not 
in message. “Hymne de l’Enfant a 
son reveil” would not be entirely 
out of place in the Messiaen cycle. 
But three, the “Benediction de 
Dieu dans la solitude,” “Pensee des 
morts,” and “Funerailles,” are in¬ 
disputably among Liszt’s finest 
works for the piano. 

Many a leading pianist has 
taken on “Funerailles,” but few 
have pursued its stern content as 
unflinchingly as Osborne. Instead 
of hammering you with the late 
work’s advanced harmonies, he 
administers them subcutaneously. 
The build to the work’s shattering 
climax is inexorable, and reached 
without a hint of banging. 

Mood elevator 

The “Benediction,” the high 
point of two CDs that have no low 
points, is a continuous marvel. 
The piece should silence those 
who have questioned the sincerity 
of Liszt’s religious beliefs — and 
silence is the operative word in 
this most personal yet other¬ 
worldly of works. Tim Parry’s es¬ 
sential notes recognize the piece is 
“at once voluptuous and pro¬ 
foundly serene,” and Osborne

rameline shorts are at best a 
nifty quickie in the dark, like 
M&Ms with peanuts or a 
Reese’s Cup, snarfed down as 
quickly as the wrapper can be re¬ 
moved. When the lights come up, 
it’s fun to glimpse the filmmaker 
who has brought her/his personal 
fan-base. Here are highlights from 
six programs glimpsed before my 
deadline. The experience of catch¬ 
ing the film in a theatre, along 
with your favorite sweet or sweet¬ 
ie, is always better than my hasty 
viewing of work-in-progress 
screener tapes. 

Fun in Boys’ Shorts TV 

Dream Homes: The Drawings of 
Mark Bennett How does one 
imagine an 11-year-old, sprawled 
out in front of a 13-inch TV set, 
drawing the floor-plans of his fa¬ 
vorite sitcom characters’ suburban 
homes? Fittingly, the adult Mark 
Bennett is interviewed in his West 
Hollywood apartment-complex 
living room by filmmaker Pamela 
Ezell, discussing his drawings 
from 53 show floor-plans, begin¬ 
ning with Leave It to Beaver. 
“Wally Cleaver seemed to have it 
all, in my opinion. The only prob¬ 
lem was that I was so wrapped up 


in Wally Cleaver that if I were to 
drown, my life would not pass be¬ 
fore my eyes, Wally’s life would.” 
As revealing as an Arthur Miller 
play and as analytically precise as a 
Susan Sontag essay, Bennett notes 
how observed details from the on¬ 
screen lives of TV characters (the 
Hartleys on The Bob Newhart 
Show slipped between Bill Blass 
sheets) came to comprise a lonely 
gay boy’s fantasy of family life.

Dykes in the City Dyke City 
The notion that Canadian women 
lack a sense of humor is put to rest 
by Sonja Mills’ hilarious sitcom 
that features an odd couple as 
painfully matched up as Archie 
and Edith. Francis is happily 
working on her second six-pack 
when ex-girlfriend Jill shows up to 
whine that she’s been jilted after 
two weeks by her latest (for a man, 
no less). Francis invites Jill back to 
share her house (whose Mark 
Bennett floor-plan would resem¬ 
ble a lesbian version of Married 
with Children). Dyke City roars 
into high gear as a caustic autopsy 
on virtually every cultural artifact 
along dykedom’s great tofu divide. 

Mercury in Retrograde By com¬ 
parison, this Lea DeLaria vehicle 
seems almost Pinteresque in its 
depiction of a gambling-addicted

I Look Up to the Sky Now 
An excellent program by and for 
queer youth of all persuasions. 
The title piece is an artistically sat¬ 
isfying series of self-portraits by 
11 recent graduates of New York 
City’s LGBT Community Center 
Youth Enrichment Services Pro¬ 
gram. The 11 kids, from mid¬ 
teens to mid-20s, are a diverse, ar¬ 
ticulate lot who have a relentless¬ 
ly upbeat view of their prospects. 
After this program, you can say, “I 
have seen the future, and it 
works.” 

Not to be missed: A Fish (Al¬ 
most) Eaten by a Shark, a very en¬ 
gaging diary of a Latina soccer 
player’s attempt to jumpstart a 


gay/straight alliance ip her high 
school despite officially sanc¬ 
tioned homophobia. Note: This 
program is free to those 18 and 
under with ID.

Queeruption Worth catching 
from this very mixed bag is Coup 
d’etat, an engrossing look at cut¬ 
ting-edge lesbian musicians, from 
Indigo Girls to Babes in Toyland.

LipSchtick I didn’t laugh very 
much at this weird collection of 
parodies, but maybe you will. 
Annie Dearest: The Real Miracle 
Worker is the kind of over-the-top 
skit comedy Sid Cesar built his 
reputation on. Succubus struck me 
as a bad updating of early John 
Waters. The Undergrad is a drag- 
king spoof on The Graduate that 
has promising moments but ulti¬ 
mately fails to match its gender¬ 
bending sexuality with the social 
satire at work in Mike Nichols’ 
classic.

Doc explores his sexuality

rolific queer documentari- 
ans Fenton Bailey and 
Randy Barbato are not the 
kind of guys who pass on a good 
story idea. After Tammy Faye 
Baker, RuPaul, and club-kid mur¬ 
derer Michael Alig, they have fi¬ 
nally found their way to Adolf 
Hitler. Their latest opus is Hidden 
Fuhrer: Debating the Enigma of 
Hitler’s Sexuality, based on the 
book The Hidden Hitler by Ger¬ 
man historian Lothar Machtan 
[reviewed in BAR, 1/10/02]. Like 
the book, the documentary raises 
questions for which, unfortunate¬ 
ly, there are no definitive answers. 

Bailey and Barbato opt for a 
talking-head format interspersed 
with archival footage from World 
War II and black-and-white stills. 
Framing the argument are author 
Machtan and one of his gay col¬ 
leagues at Bremen University, Pro¬ 
fessor Rudiger Lautman. Machtan 
presents the research that led him 
to conclude that Hitler was gay, 
and Lautman pokes holes in 
Machtan’s theories. Others who 
opine regarding the subject in¬ 
clude a friend of Eva Braun’s, a gay 
Holocaust survivor, and a former 
member of Hitler’s Secret Service. 

Machtan’s case, in his book and 
in this documentary, is actually 
quite compelling, although cir¬ 
cumstantial. Hitler was obsessed 
with opera, particularly the work 
of Richard Wagner; he could not 
relate to women; he found his 
greatest happiness in the same-sex 
camaraderie of the military; he at¬ 
tached himself personally to sev¬ 
eral known homosexuals; and, be¬ 
fore entering politics, he tried to 
support himself (unsuccessfully) 
as an artist, selling his watercolors 
and postcards on the streets ofVi- 
enna. Lautman complains that

Machtan has failed to find a 
smoking gun in the form of a man 
who stands up and says, “I was 
Hitler’s lover.” But Machtan coun¬ 
ters with the fact that before the 
1960s, men did not publicly ac¬ 
knowledge their sexual relation¬ 
ships with other men. And men 
who may have been Hitler’s lovers 
were intimidated into silence dur¬ 
ing Hitler’s life, and shamed into 
it after his death. 

The “he said, she said” progress 
of this film is somewhat frustrat¬ 
ing, but never less than fascinat¬ 
ing. Hitler clearly sublimated all 
sexual desires after his rise to 
power, but in his 20s and 30s the 
evidence of his sexual expression 
seems to revolve around contacts 
with other men. Viewing Hitler as 
the product of a repressed sexual¬ 
ity does not explain the depth of 
his depravity, but it could provide 
some insight into his twisted psy¬ 
che. And, as the filmmakers point 
out, Hitler the World War I 
sergeant was a pretty nelly filly. T

The classic film career of Cary Grant as 'Touch of Pink' plays Frameline

n Touch of Pink, which opens 
|| the Lesbian and Gay Film Fes¬ 
tival at the Castro Theatre 
tonight (June 17), Kyle MacLach- 
lan portrays the ghost of Cary 
Grant (1904-86) befriending a gay 
man. The irony is delicious. Grant 
was classic Hollywood’s greatest 


romantic actor, the epitome of 
charm, wit, and sophistication. He 
was also bisexual, a notorious 
skinflint, an early user of LSD, and 
longed “to be Cary Grant.” Critic 
David Thomson insists he “was 
the best and most important actor 
in the history of the cinema.” 
Writer David Shipman disagrees, 
citing his narrow range and often 
heavy comic technique. Grant and 


actor Randolph Scott lived to¬ 
gether in a house they owned. Fre¬ 
quently photographed, they were 
labeled Hollywood’s most eligible 
bachelors. When Grant and his 
first wife moved to an apartment 
in Hollywood, Scott took the 
next-door unit. 

Born Archibald P. Leach in Bris¬ 
tol, England, to an unstable moth¬ 
er and absentee father, he worked 
as an acrobat in London. By the 
’20s, he was on Broadway, appear¬ 
ing in a musical with Jeanette Mac¬ 
Donald. His first film was This Is 
the Night (’32), followed by Sinners 
in the Sun, Merrily We Go to Hell, 
and The Devil and the Deep with 
Tallulah Bankhead, Gary Cooper, 
and Charles Laughton. He cor¬ 
rupted Marlene Dietrich’s Blonde 
Venus. After a Hot Saturday, he 
played Pinkerton to Sylvia Sidney’s 
Madame Butterfly, before Mae 
West proved She Done Him Wrong 
(’33), his first hit and the basis for 
her claims of discovering him. She 
sang Tm No Angel to him, another 
smash. He supported The Woman 
Accused, flew with The Eagle and 
the Hawk, steered The Gambling 
Ship, and was the Mock Turtle in 
Alice in Wonderland. He loved a 
30-Day Princess (’34), tried to Kiss 
and Make Up, insisted Ladies 
Should Listen, announced Enter 
Madame (’35), donned Wings in 
the Dark, and visited The Last 
Outpost. 

At RKO, he romanced 
Katharine Hepburn’s Sylvia Scar¬ 
lett (’36), even when she was in 
male drag. MGM borrowed him 
for Jean Harlow’s Suzy, Joan Ben¬ 
nett adored his Big Brown Eyes, a 
murder mystery, and he bought a 
Wedding Present. In England, he 
found Romance and Riches, a flop. 
In Hollywood, he signed joint 
contracts with RKO and Colum¬ 
bia. 

Top drawer 

When You’re in Love (’37) with 
Grace Moore was poor, but The 
Toast of the Town was better, and 
Topper was a sensation. He and 
Constance Bennett were superb as 
ghosts befuddling Roland Young. 
With Irene Dunne, he faced The 
Awful Truth, a comic smash, and 
he and Hepburn tried Bringing Up 
Baby (’38), a brilliant screwball 
comedy but box-office failure. 
They took a talky Holiday togeth¬ 
er. 

He switched to adventure in 
Gunga Din (’39), a popular ver¬ 
sion of Kipling. As a pilot discov¬ 
ering Only Angels Have Wings, he 
was torn between Jean Arthur and 
Rita Hayworth, another hit, then 
was married to Kay Francis In 
Name Only while loving Carole 
Lombard. Rosalind Russell was 
His Girl Friday (’40), a comic mas¬ 
terpiece, and he insisted Dunne 
was My Favorite Wife. Scott co- 
starred, and their locked eyes in 
crucial scenes reveal their off¬ 
screen relationship. Inexplicably, 
he was a colonial in The Howards 
of Virginia, before re-teaming with 
Hepburn and James Stewart for 
The Philadelphia Story, a smash. 

He and Dunne listened to 
Penny Serenade (’41), dreariness 
about a childless couple. For Alfred 
Hitchcock, he frightened Joan 
Fontaine in the silly Suspicion, a big 
hit, then he, Arthur, and Ronald 
Colman were The Talk of the Town 
(’42), a faux-Shavian comedy. Once 
Upon a Honeymoon had him and 
Ginger Rogers amidst Nazis in Eu¬ 
rope, very poor, but his Mr. Lucky 
(’43) was better. For Warners he 
visited Destination Tokyo (’44), a 


war film, followed by Once Upon a 
Time, about a dancing caterpillar. 
Frank Capra’s Arsenic and Old Lace 
was a hit. Critics lauded Grant’s 
bug-eyed, frantic state when dis¬ 
covering his sweet elderly aunts are 
murderesses. 

He played a contemporary 
cockney in the dramatic None But 
the Lonely Heart, earning his sole 
Oscar nomination (losing to Bing 
Crosby in Going My Way), but au¬ 
diences stayed away. He was woe¬ 
fully miscast as Cole Porter in 
Night and Day (’46), a fictional¬ 
ized biography of the gay Ameri¬ 
can composer/lyricist. He recov¬ 
ered in Hitchcock’s brilliant, pop¬ 
ular Notorious, loving and manip¬ 
ulating Ingrid Bergman to expose 
Brazilian Nazis — his finest per¬ 
formance, although his accent 
made him unconvincing as an 
American. The Bachelor and the 
Bobby Soxer (’47), with Myrna Loy 
and Shirley Temple, was funny 
and successful. He played an angel 
consoling Loretta Young as The 
Bishop’s Wife, a mushy fantasy, was 
wed to Loy while Mr. Blandings 
Builds His Dream House. (’48), a 
hit but dated, advised third wife 
Betsy Drake that Every Girl Should 
Get Married, a flop comedy, and 
wore drag opposite Ann Sheridan 
in I Was a Male War Bride (’49), a 
major success. 

Mad monkey 

Freelancing, he faced a politi¬ 
cal Crisis (’50). People Will Talk 
(’51) cast him as a liberal doctor 
in Joseph L. Mankiewicz’s disap¬ 
pointing comedy. He and Drake 
made Room for One More (’52), a 
so-called comedy about children. 
He, Rogers, and Marilyn Monroe 
enjoyed Monkey Business, foolish¬ 
ness about a scientist discovering 
the secret of rejuvenation. Debo¬ 
rah Kerr was his Dream Wife (’53), 
but speculation began that his 
long run was ending. 

Hitchcock paired him with 
Grace Kelly in To Catch a Thief 
(’55), a successful Riviera-set 
thriller with Grant as an ex-cat- 
burglar. He, Frank Sinatra, and 
Sophia Loren felt The Pride and 
the Passion (’57), overblown tripe 
about Napoleon’s Peninsular War. 
He and Kerr had An Affair To Re¬ 
member, overlong but affecting 
and popular. Grant formed his 
own production company and 
Stanley Donen directed him in 
Kiss Them for Me, a tired wartime 
comedy. 


He and Bergman were delight¬ 
fully Indiscreet (’58), a smash. 
She’s an actress, and he’s a diplo¬ 
mat claiming to be married when 
they begin an affair. He moved 
onto a Houseboat (’59) with 
Loren, a so-so comedy. She re¬ 
portedly declined his marriage 
proposal. Hitchcock sent him 
North By Northwest, a superb 
Cold War thriller with James 
Mason and Eva Marie Saint. Uni¬ 
versal offered a percentage of the 
profits while he plotted Operation 
Petticoat (’60) with Tony Curtis. 
He made a mint. In The Grass Is 
Greener with Kerr, Robert 
Mitchum, and Jean Simmons, 
Grant was an unlikely English 
peer opening his castle to tourists. 
Business was poor. Giving Doris 
Day That Touch of Mink (’62), a 
tired comedy in which she de¬ 
fended her virginity, restored his 
box-office and earned him mil¬ 
lions. 

He and Audrey Hepburn 
played Charade (’63), Donen’s su¬ 
perb, popular thriller set in Paris, 
although he seemed discomforted 
by their age differences. His un¬ 
couth Father Goose (’64) with 
Leslie Caron did so-so business. 
Rejecting romantic leads, he por¬ 
trayed a matchmaker in Walk, 
Don’t Run (’66) at the Tokyo 
Olympics. But audiences, espe¬ 
cially women, wanted to see him, 
not Jim Hutton, woo Paula Pren¬ 
tiss. It failed and he retired, later 
joining Revlon’s Board of Direc¬ 
tors. 

In addition to Drake, his wives 
included Woolworth heiress Bar¬ 
bara Hutton (“Cash and Cary,” 
trumpeted newspaper headlines) 
and Dyan Cannon, whom he met 
when she was a flight attendant. 
Grant sued Chevy Chase for sug¬ 
gesting he was gay during a com¬ 
edy routine. Yet his affair with 
Scott seems to have been the most 
satisfying of his life. In a famous 
essay, written while he was alive, 
New Yorker critic Pauline Kael 
noted how often in films women 
pursued Grant (unlike Clark 
Gable, who was more aggressive.) 
She implied this indicated his ho¬ 
mosexuality. Few men were as 
troubled in their personal life as 
he, yet he appeared so carefree on 
the screen. For most of the ’50s 
and early ’60s, he was in the Top 
10 box-office. In ’69, he was 
awarded a special Oscar, presented 
by Sinatra, who praised his “sheer 
brilliance” as an actor. ▼

J.T. LeRoy slept here 

S ome months ago I read the extraordinary novel Sarah by West 
Virginia-bred, San Francisco-based writer J.T. LeRoy and 
found my latest, most powerful liter¬ 
ary muse. Then I read The Heart is Deceit¬ 
ful Above All Things ( THIDAAT), LeRoy’s 
second published book, rifling on the same 
themes raised in Sarah — child abuse, 
drug abuse, prosti¬ 
tution, and ulti¬ 
mately hope and 
redemption amidst 
despair. LeRoy 
wrote the books 
starting when he 
was about 15; the 

darker-toned THIDAAT came first, as a se¬ 
quence of related short stories; Sarah 
emerged when he was 20. LeRoy based the 
works on his real-life events growing up, 
which boggle the mind. The writing was therapeutic for the young 
man — who had frequently passed as a girl when turning tricks — 
since he was processing horrific abuse, in the course of which he 
turned what might have been utterly bleak tales into fantastical nar¬ 
ratives, grappling with deadly serious issues, but with a relentless¬ 
ly and effortlessly uplifting spirit. As a result, I’ve joined the surg¬ 
ing ranks of LeRoy’s fandom, and along with many others I’ve 
come to believe the now twentysomething author’s writings rank 
high in literary merit, on a par with the likes of Arthur Rimbaud 
(the seer/enfant terrible), Gabriel Garda Mdrquez (especially for 
his magical realism), and Jean Genet (true grit). Another of LeRoy’s 
ardent fans, his literary assistant Nancy Murdock, told me she con¬ 
siders LeRoy “our generation’s Mark Twain. . . The same wry 
humor, the same window into American life, the same iron message 
wrapped in a bubble wrap of words.” 

Thank goddess LeRoy, unlike Rimbaud, did not abandon writ¬ 
ing while still a teenager! Now we get to find out what someone of 
that caliber, who likewise started writing at a tender age, can ac¬ 
complish artistically as he matures. 

What I love about J.T.’s writing are some of the surprising 
things, his deep appredation for nature, for instance, for specific 
creatures and plants and habitats in the midst of his trailor-trash, 
speeded-out environment. It’s startling to see such a knack for na¬ 
ture writing — not to mention some of the finest culinary de¬ 
scriptions I’ve seen in print — in the context of “lot lizards,” the 
term for truck-stop prostitutes in Appalachia, the primary setting 
for the novels. The vocabulary is unbelievably rich, the sequences 
so vividly rendered — Alice in Wonderland tales wrought out of the 
misery of indentured servitude. I could go on. 

As a participant in LeRoy’s “Terminator2” Yahoo fan group 
(named after LeRoy’s early nom de plume), I’ve seen how far, wide 
and fast LeRoy’s artistic and spiritual influence are spreading. 
World-wide, admirers seek to emulate and bask in LeRoy’s com¬ 
passionate vibe and vision. The film version of THIDAAT, adapted 
for the screen and directed by Asia Argento, recently premiered at 
the Cannes Directors’ Fortnight, and for LeRoy fans, the film’s 
American premiere is eagerly awaited.

Dodge is the latest in Nick 
Stahl’s gallery of boys in peril: the 
Texas native delivers doomed, 
often deeply flawed characters 
who never fail to charm. Symbol¬ 
ic of Stahl’s newfound maturity 
on-screen, the costume designer 
for Twist has him growing out of 
his undersized rent-boy duds 
right before our hungry eyes. 
There’s a couple of scenes between 
Dodge and a long-estranged 
brother that make Cain and Abel 
seem like the Bobsey Twins. 

In a story that grabs us by the 
throat, Tierney, Stahl and new¬ 
comer Joshua Close, as Oliver, give 
us Dickens stripped of his senti¬ 
mentality and his hope for a better 
future.

like Glamour, Glory and Gold, and 
his drag poetry readings and mu¬ 
sical cabaret performances. In 
2000, Highberger, now a corpo¬ 
rate video- and web-producer liv¬ 
ing in Cincinnati with his long¬ 
time partner Andrew LaBarbera, 
established a website for Curtis, 
who died in 1985 during a sexu¬ 
ally lurid heroin overdose candid¬ 
ly explored by the documentary. 

“As soon as I had built the web¬ 
site,” Highberger says, “I thought,

KALETRA is always used in combina¬ 
tion with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodefi¬ 
ciency vims (HIV) infection.

HTV infection destroys CD 4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HTV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and 
increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the 
blood reduces the chance of death or infections that happen when your 
immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions 
that happen with HTV infection. Some of these conditions are pneu¬ 
monia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex 
(MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HTV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and 
do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not 
change your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your 
doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed 
it. The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other 
patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on 
the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The 
usual dose for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral 
solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with other 
anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 
months to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doc¬ 
tor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talk¬ 
ing with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus 
in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become 
harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do 
not give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone 
else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of 
KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled 
dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take 
the missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not 
double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medi¬ 
cine, contact your local poison control center or emergency room imme¬ 
diately. 


As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the 
reach of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of 
alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the rec¬ 
ommended dose of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too 
much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or emergency 
room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is 
right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These 
could cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and 
non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALE¬ 
TRA, please read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of 
its ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 
MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), 
an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing 
St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to 
take St. John’s wort. Taking St, John’s wort may decrease KALETRA 
levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to 
KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines 
Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
serious reactions. There is also'an increased risk of drug interactions 
between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor 
before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with 
KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other 
medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor 
all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your 
doctor about problems these two medicines can cause when taken 
together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low 
blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 
4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help 
right away to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor 
can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives (“the pill”) to prevent pregnancy, 
you should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™), nevirapine (Viramune®), Agenerase (ampre- 
navir) and Viracept (nelfinavir) may lower the amount of KALETRA 
in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if 
you are also taking efavirenz, nevirapine, amprenavir or nelfinavir. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the 
dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALE¬ 
TRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood 
and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nau¬ 
sea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours 
after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about 
side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report 
any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doc¬ 
tor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abdominal pain, abnormal stools (bowel 
movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. 
Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 


problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis 
C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver prob¬ 
lems including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In 
studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because 
some patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a high¬ 
er chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your 
doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be 
signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. 
The long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or 
stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by pro¬ 
tease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients tak¬ 
ing protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes 
before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medi¬ 
cine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretro¬ 
viral therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in 
the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the 
trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The 
cause and long term health effects of these conditions are not known at 
this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease 
inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. 
However, these side effects may have been due to other medicines that 
patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects 
can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALE¬ 
TRA. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman 
who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way 
to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HTV, there is a chance that HTV can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected 
with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before tak¬ 
ing KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have dia¬ 
betes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have 
increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until 
the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature 
up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be 
used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of chil¬ 
dren. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any ques¬ 
tions about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes 
prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. 
Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about this medicine 
that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine 
for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medi¬ 
cine with other people.

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American icon

V brings the dead back to 
life. TV isn’t just a fun waste 
of time, it’s archival. TV is 
history. No clearer proof of that 
was the Reagan-o-Rama on the 
tube since the former President 
died last week. Youthful actor, 
SAG president, first actor Gover¬ 
nor of California, and his role of a 
lifetime, 40th president of the US: 
TV brought Ronald Reagan back 
to life, and put Americans back in 
time. More than a week of non¬ 
stop TV coverage revisited events 
of 20 years ago, giving us much to 
ponder about the politics of today. 

The passing of a disgraced 
Richard Nixon went largely unre¬ 
marked when he died several years 
ago. The only reason people 
turned up for Nixon’s funeral was 
to be sure he wouldn’t come back 
from the grave. The long eulogiz¬ 
ing of Reagan is a reflection of the 
deep hunger Americans have for a 
real President of action, which, 
whether one agreed with him or 
not (and we did not), Reagan was. 
He projected authority, strength 
and amiability. 

Compelling elements of 
the Reagan review on the 
tube: Margaret 

Thatcher’s mistress¬ 
like eulogy, in which 
she spoke directly to 
Reagan and declared, 

“You ended the Cold 
War” In Mikhail 
Gorbachev’s in¬ 
terview with 
Ted Koppel, he 
reluctantly 
lauded Reagan and readily excori¬ 
ated Bush. Another incredible 
moment was when, at his father’s 
funeral, Ronald Prescott Reagan, 
himself a TV personality, damned 
President Bush and his cohort 
through negative comparison to 
his father. 

Thatcher, who aligned herself 
with Reagan’s policies and bor¬ 
rowed from his political note¬ 
book, spoke with the fervor of a 
former lover, extolling the dra¬ 
matic achievements of Reagan 
and ignoring the glaring foibles. 
More surprising was Gorbachev 
telling Koppel that Reagan’s fa¬ 
mous Berlin speech, “Mr. Gor¬ 
bachev, tear down this wall!” was 
nothing more than a stunt for the 
cameras that neither he nor other 
Soviets gave credence to at the 
time. Gorbachev noted it took a 
while to view Reagan, whom he 
declared a “hawk” focused on “in¬ 
tensifying the military-industrial 
complex” and a “far-right-wing, 
from the farthest right of the 
right-wing” ideologue, as some¬ 
one with whom he could work to 
prevent “imminent nuclear de¬ 
struction.” 

Americans are notorious for 
our short attention span. Still, the 
TV commentary on Reagan’s Pres¬ 
idency brought the true fraudu- 
lence of our current President to 
the fore. Comments by Gorbachev 
in the June 11 Koppel interview 
were most telling. Gorbachev ac¬ 
knowledged that the old Soviet 
Union had been bent on forcing 
Communism on other nations. He 
said that the Bush Administration 
has done the same thing with 
democracy, forcing it “with guns 
and tanks and occupation” on 
other nations “with no thought to 
the history of those nations.” 

At the funeral, Ron Reagan, Jr. 
used his father’s eulogy as a way to 
both memorialize Reagan and in¬ 
dict Bush when he noted that Rea¬ 
gan had been a man of faith who 
had kept that faith more private

than public, and had never used it 
as a stick to beat others with. The 
younger Reagan never mentioned 
Bush by name, but the implication 
could not have been more exact¬ 
ing or damning. 

Trump card 

Reagan’s death came on the 
dawn of the anniversary of D-Day, 
where George Bush was being 
outflanked by Jacques Chirac in 
France, tripped up by 
NBC’s Tom Brokaw 
in another damaging 
interview, and finally 
trumped from be¬ 
yond the grave by the 
video of Reagan’s 
speech on the 40th an¬ 
niversary of D- 
Day, a 

poignant John 
Wayne speech 
that Bush is incapable of. 

Watching the lengthy decon¬ 
struction of the Reagan Presiden¬ 
cy made it painfully obvious that, 
although Bush claims to have pat¬ 
terned his Presidency on Reagan’s, 
Bush has only achieved that goal 
with regard to enlarging the 
deficit. Reagan earned the 
moniker the Great Communica¬ 
tor; Bush has earned a permanent 
place in late-night TV jokes. Re¬ 
gardless of the brutality of so 
many of his domestic policies, 
Reagan gave the appearance of 
truly caring about people, and he 
projected a statesmanlike persona, 
even if it was in large part a sham. 

Historians have already begun 
to weigh in on the legacy on 
Nightline, Dateline, CNN, 
MSNBC, FOX, PBS and the Sun¬ 
day morning shows. Most have re¬ 
flected on the positive; others have 
been less kind, denoting the many 
negatives of Reagan’s legacy, such 
as economic policies which tripled 
the deficit in four years, and tax 
cuts which eviscerated programs 
for the poor while benefiting the 
wealthy, or the damage done to 
people of color and women as 
Reagan began the anti-affirma- 
tive-action campaign. 

AIDS activists have also 
weighed in on the tube, and their 
voices have been most vociferous, 
reminding the nation that had 
Reagan addressed the epidemic in 
its early stages, the death toll 
might have been far less. As expli¬ 
cated on Nightline and CNN on 
the eve of Reagan’s funeral, for 
queers that legacy is as personal as 
it is historical, and obliterates any 
positive elements of the Reagan 
years. Video of AIDS activists 
protesting before the White House 
shouting, “Say it, say it!” project a 
different legacy to queers. Never¬ 
theless, if not for his refusal to ac¬ 
knowledge our dead and dying, 
we might not have organized to 
save ourselves, and revolutionized 
our own movement for equality. 



Other TV moments included 
Sen. John McCain (R-AZ) on 
Meet the Press, who took a page 
from Gorbachev and used Reagan 
to excoriate the current Adminis¬ 
tration. McCain noted that Rea¬ 
gan made a point of maintaining 
an amicable bipartisanship in 
Congress during his Presidency, 
something he said the current Ad¬ 
ministration makes no effort to 
do. 

TV is often at its best when it 
strays from reality shows and sit¬ 
coms, and takes risks with history. 
The coverage of Reagan’s death 
and historical rebirth has mostly 
been history in the making, in 
both the literal and revisionist 
sense. As Koppel noted, in Ameri¬ 
ca we like to beatify our leaders 
after death, whether or not they’re 
deserving. 

Reagan was undeserving of the 
accolades and beatification he has 
received on TV, except perhaps 
with regard to the fall of Commu¬ 
nism. So much of what has aired 
has shown, like black civil rights 
leader Julian Bond declared on 
PBS, that the Reagan years were 
fraught with misery and scandal, 
not the least of which was the fail¬ 
ure to speak out on AIDS, on 
South African apartheid, and on 
the problems of people of color in 
America. It’s been instructive to 
watch the TV revitalization of 
Reagan, but it doesn’t obviate 
what happened on his watch: not 
the bloody deaths of 241 Marines 
in Lebanon, nor the deaths of 
thousands from AIDS. 

In 1960, we learned that TV 
can make and break politicians. 
Nixon’s flop-sweat and five o’clock 
shadow lost him the election in 
the first televised Presidential de¬ 
bate. TV is better at making than 
breaking, and Reagan has been re¬ 
vamped by TV since the hour of 
his death. The medium most def¬ 
initely has been the message this 
week. That means we must indeed 
stay tuned-and stay vigilant. T

Between the Palms: A Collection

ow that the travel and 
tourism industry, under the 
watchful eyes of Homeland 
Security, has announced its readi¬ 
ness for the summer onslaught, 
this might just be the book to stuff 
into your carry-on bag. Michael 
Luongo has amassed a gifted 
group of writers here, each con¬ 
tributing spicy, seductive, intelli¬ 
gent stories about what can hap¬ 
pen when horny men cruise dis¬ 
tant lands. 

Standouts include Tim McKen¬ 
zie’s sensual tour of the Burning 
Man festival in the Nevada desert,

Though the book is classified 
as erotica, several entries rely 
more on emotional resonance 
than detailed, explicit sex. Editor 


Luongo’s entry recounts a steamy 
Buenos Aires vacation filled with 
endless nightclubbing and ran¬ 
dom sex, but ends on a reflective, 
poignant note after he meets 
Mario, The One who steals his 
heart away, and the man to whom 
this book is dedicated. 

Whether it be the “meaty igua¬ 
na” attached to a well-hung Ja¬ 
maican tour guide, or a “super- 
schlong” on river-bathing boys in 
rudimentary villages, the sex is 
heady, plentiful, and, thanks to 
these multitalented authors, drip¬ 
ping with desire. 

From Tunisia to Tanzania, 
Grenada to Ghana, there’s plenty 
for the armchair traveler or the 
world voyager to get off on within 
these pages. Light and clever, these

Marlon Riggs: Ten Years After 

Tongues Untied This brave and 
revolutionary video has lost none 
of its power to astonish, outrage, 
seduce and inspire since its origi¬ 
nal release in 1989. Marlon Riggs 
took the memory of the words 
that stung him as a rural Southern 
kid (“fairy, homo, motherfucking 
coon”) and transformed them 
into poetry. Riggs was a black man 
who celebrated the love of black 
men for each other without ig¬ 
noring his own relationships with 
white men; an artist who chose 
the words of black poets over rap¬ 
pers; a filmmaker who employed 
visual tools to skewer hate-mon¬ 
gers (still the best Eddie Murphy 
booty-bashing images in circula¬ 
tion); and a man who was able to 
speak from the heart.

captures both qualities essentially. 
Its second section is as elevating as 
piano music gets, first floating 
over you, then taking you away. 

Hough plays Chopin’s Ballades 
and Scherzos Nos. 1-4 sequential¬ 
ly but in alternation. His point in 
doing so is mostly to present the 
works in more chronological 
order than usual, but also to un¬ 
derscore that they were not com¬ 
posed as groups, as they are usu¬ 
ally performed. This does put the 
works into a new perspective. The 
real revelations are in the inter¬ 
pretations. 

While no pianist will ever speak 
the last word on repertoire as in¬ 



exhaustible and well-known as 
these eight pieces, Hough can offer 
readings that illuminate facets of 
the works others have missed, 
while respecting their overall in¬ 
tegrity. These are predictably un- 
gooey yet remarkably uneccentric 
readings that sound fresh. 


Hough is blessed with 10 of the 
most nimble fingers on the planet 
and a mind to match. What you 
can reliably expect from his play¬ 
ing — all the notes, articulated 
clearly — is a penchant you would 
almost think wouldn’t work for 
Chopin. Yet, with no blurring of 
the textures, Hough downs the 
works whole. The music is treach¬ 
erously episodic, and Hough’s 
Olympian view of its architecture 
emerges a major asset. It’s eerily 
pellucid Chopin, but never dry 
and frequently arresting in its 
emotional impact. 

The playing, then, is as good as 
the pieces. What that means, 
Chopin aficionados will already 
know, is that it’s all splendid - and 
the Fourth Ballade is not to be 
missed. T
